Milk Club 
gets Boxer 
to affirm 
support 

for 'all 
couples’

T he Harvey Milk LGBT Democra¬ 
tic Club came close to withdraw¬ 
ing its endorsement of Senator 
Barbara Boxer (D-California), after 
the senator’s February comments 
about same-sex marriage caused the 
club to use a little-known provision in 
its bylaws to demand a meeting with 
her staff that ul¬ 
timately led to 
Boxer restating 
her position 
and affirming 
her commit¬ 
ment to “full 
equality for all 
couples.”

March 26. Milk Barba, ' a Boxe '' 
Club board 

members met with the senator’s staff 
in San Francisco March 17, after club 
members became infuriated with the 
senator’s comments in February on 
gay marriage implying that current 
California law is “fair and appropriate 
because it gives equal rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities to all citizens.” 

State law, marriage equality advo¬ 
cates argue, is not fair because Propo¬ 
sition 22, which voters passed in 2000, 
defines marriage as a union between a 
man and a woman. The city is in the 
midst of legal battles on several fronts 
defending San Francisco Mayor 
Gavin Newsom’s authority to order 
marriage licenses to be issued to 
same-sex couples and his assertion 
that same-sex marriage is legal under 
the state Constitution. 

Under the Milk Club’s bylaws, it 
could have withdrawn its endorse¬ 
ment of Boxer and not endorsed her 
again for five years. The club endorsed 
Boxer for re-election earlier this year 
and its endorsement will remain, club 
officials said. Boxer faces a stiff chal¬ 
lenge in November from former Sec¬ 
retary of State Bill Jones, a Republican 
who’s endorsed by Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. 

Michael Goldstein, Milk Club 
president, told the Bay Area Reporter 
Tuesday, March 30 that the club’s by¬ 
laws contain a unique provision that

D ays after asking the state Supreme Court 
to nullify the more than 4,000 same-sex 
marriages performed in San Francisco, 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer is now 
trying to halt all lower court proceedings 
seeking to overturn California’s antigay mar¬ 
riage statutes. 

On Tuesday, March 30 Lockyer asked the 
California Judicial Council to immediately 
stay two cases currently being heard in San 
Francisco Superior Court, one filed by the 
city and county and another filed on behalf 
of same-sex couples seeking the right to wed. 

A motion to combine those two cases is to 
be heard this morning (Thursday, April 1), in 
the court room of Judge James Warren, the 
reportedly gay judge removed from the orig¬ 
inal court proceedings due to opposition 
from antigay groups who filed to stop the city 
from performing the gay nuptials. 

Responding to that request, Lockyer has

Experts: DOMA is working fine

B laming what he 
called “liberal ac¬ 
tivist” judges pushing 
the issue of gay mar¬ 
riage forward, Representa¬ 
tive Steve Chabot (R- 
Ohio) opened a House Ju¬ 
diciary Subcommittee on 
the Constitution hearing 
Tuesday, March 30 and de¬ 
nied that election year pol¬ 
itics was the reason for the 
session. 

“We are here today be¬ 
cause of those actions and 
events, not because of a 
political agenda or election 
year plot,” he declared in 
his opening statement. 

That was pretty much the 
extent of red meat for so¬ 
cial conservatives at the 
hearing. 

The hearing was called 
to “review whether DOMA 
[the 1996 Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act] will remain a 
firewall, as Congress in¬ 
tended, that protects one 
state whose public policy 
supports traditional mar¬ 
riage from being forced to 
recognize a same-sex mar¬ 
riage license issued in an¬ 
other state, Chabot said. 

“Heterosexual people 
have long succeeded in 
failing at marriage without 
any help from lesbian and • 
gay couples,” said Representative Jerrold 
Nadler (New York), the senior Democrat on 
the subcommittee. Whether DOMA is con¬ 
stitutional will not be known for sure until

I the court decides, he said. 

But for now, it is the law of 
I the land. 

For Nadler, the pur¬ 
pose of the Constitution is 
to “protect the rights of 
unpopular minorities 
against the majority.” 
Amending it “is clearly a 
tremendous responsibili¬ 
ty” and one that should 
not be taken lightly or in 
haste. 

Representative John 
Hostettler (R-Indiana), a 
L favorite of the religious 
| right, lambasted so-called 
p activist judges who “rely 
upon their own personal 
world view” to make law. 
He wants to “rein in a ju¬ 
diciary that has made it¬ 
self imperial” and return 
to “a natural feebleness of 
the judiciary.” 

Tammy Baldwin (D- 
Wisconsin), the only 
openly lesbian member of 
the House, participated in 
the hearing as a member 
of the full Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee though she is not a 
member of the subcom¬ 
mittee. 

She was troubled by 
the fact that the constitu¬ 
tional amendments being 
proposed would inject the 
federal government into 
family law, which is tradi- 
_ tionally an area of state ju¬ 
risdiction. The amend¬ 
ments would “mandate specific interpreta¬ 
tions of state constitutions ... and would ce¬ 
ment gay and lesbian Americans to second- 
class status.” 


Bob Barr, the former congressman from 
Georgia and “father” of DOMA was the lead 
witness. He said that DOMA “does not 
proactively define marriage” for the states. 
While many in Congress wanted to do that in 
1996, the majority rejected that approach be¬ 
cause of “the fundamental principles of fed¬ 
eralism.” 

Rather, DOMA left the issue open to the 
states to decide, while at the same time reit¬ 
erating the principle of the full faith and 
credit clause that states do not have to recog¬ 
nize marriages performed in other states that 
do not conform to their own policies. 

If a particular state decides to change its 
definition of marriage, “then the role of the 
Congress is essentially nil,” said Barr. 

Vincent McCarthy, with the conservative 
American Center for Law and Justice, raised 
the specter of the “plot and intention” of gay

Anti-demolition 
bill defeated

I s expected, the anti-demo- 
; lition bill authored to save 
f I the Trinity Plaza apartment 
building at Market and 8 th streets 
and prevent other landlords from 
tearing down large rent-con¬ 
trolled buildings did not survive 
Mayor Gavin Newsom’s veto; in a 
7-4 vote on Tuesday March 30, the 
Board of Supervisors fell just one 
vote short of overriding the veto, 
angering many queer and housing 
activists who had fought the de¬ 
molition on behalf of tenants. 

The swing vote came from Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty, who origi¬ 
nally voted for the bill, but 
changed his position upon the 
second reading. In an interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter last 
month, Dufty said his position 
had always been cautious, and 
that he found the bill to be too 
drastic of a solution for the specif¬ 
ic situation at hand. He voted no 
on the bill, he said, once building 
developer Angelo Sangiacomo as¬ 
sured him that protections were in 
place for existing Trinity Plaza 
tenants. 

Daly’s bill was written in re¬ 
sponse to the scheduled Trinity 
Plaza demolition, but sought to 
ban all such demolitions of large 
habitable buildings so that land¬ 
lords did not have an incentive to 
remove rent-controlled apart¬ 
ments and replace them with 
market-rate units. The Trinity 


Plaza plan replaces the 377 exist¬ 
ing apartments with 1,410 new 
rentals. Many of the building’s res¬ 
idents are queers, immigrants, and 
people with lower incomes. 

Although Sangiacomo has 
promised lifetime leases to exist¬ 
ing tenants once the first tower is 
built, legal experts say such a 
promise would not hold up to a 
challenge, and many tenants have 
said that the displacement, poten¬ 
tial eviction, and possibly years of 
living on a construction site 
would be detrimental to their 
well-being. 


For weeks leading up to Tues¬ 
day’s vote, activists have been or¬ 
ganizing to draw attention to 
Trinity Plaza and the legislation. 
On Monday, March 29, a coalition 
of groups gathered at City Hall for 
a candlelight vigil to “save the 
homes and community at Trinity 
Plaza” and “assure that in the fu¬ 
ture other tenants would not have 
to live through the nightmare of 
being threatened with needless 
demolition and eviction.” 

Supporters of the bill have 
promised to bring the failed legis¬ 
lation to the November ballot. ▼ 


FDA approves rapid oral HIV test

he U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration on Friday, 
1 March 26 approved the first 
rapid oral HIV antibody test, 
which advocates hope will en¬ 
courage more people to find out 
whether they are infected. 

The new version of the 
OraQuick rapid test - made by 
OraSure Technologies of Bethle¬ 
hem, Pennsylvania - uses a sam¬ 
ple of oral mucosal fluid taken 
with a swab from around the 
gums. The swab is then inserted 
into a vial containing a test solu¬ 
tion, and results can be read in 
about 20 minutes. The previous 
OraQuick test was only approved 
for use on blood samples. 

The new test is more than 99 
percent accurate, although a posi¬ 
tive result should still be con¬ 
firmed using a second, more spe¬ 
cific antibody test known as the 
Western Blot. 


The rapid oral test will allow 
individuals to receive their results 
during a single session. Many peo¬ 
ple never came back to obtain 
their results when using the older 
antibody test, which usually took 
about two weeks. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention estimates that 
about one-quarter of people with 
HIV in the U.S. do not know they 
are infected. Experts hope the con¬ 
venience of the new test will en¬ 
courage more people to learn their 
status and receive timely treatment. 

The new test does not require 
refrigeration or special equip¬ 
ment, and is safer for health-care 
workers because it eliminates the 
risk of needle-stick injuries while 
drawing blood. 

The test - which is expected to 
cost $ 12-$ 15 - will initially be 
available at some 40,000 approved 
medical laboratories nationwide, 
but Health and Human Services 
Secretary Tommy Thompson en¬ 
couraged the company to request 


a waiver to use the test in other 
settings such as doctor’s offices, 
community clinics, and mobile 
vans. The test may eventually be 
available for home use. 

“This much anticipated addi¬ 
tion to available options for HIV 
antibody testing means we have a 
truly convenient, non-invasive, 
and rapid test,” said AIDS Project 
Los Angeles Executive Director 
Craig Thompson, who called the 
approval “one of the biggest HIV 
stories of 2004.” 

OraSure also announced last 
week that the FDA had approved 
its OraQuick rapid blood test for 
the detection of both HIV-1 and 
HIV-2 antibodies. HIV-2 is a less 
virulent strain found mostly in 
West Africa. The test was previ¬ 
ously approved only for HIV-1, 
and the new indication is based on 
additional data showing that it 
can detect both types of virus. 
Currently, the rapid oral version 
of the test is only approved for 
HIV-1. Y

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LGBTs weigh options 
for District 5 race

ith Board of Supervisors 
President Matt Gonza- 
; lez’s decision not to seek 
re-election, a number of LGBT 
people and progressives have 
found themselves weighing their 
own options and evaluating their 
loyalties between political parties, 
identities, and ideologies. 

Gonzalez, a progressive and 
former Democrat who was elect¬ 
ed to represent District 5 as a 
member of the Green Party, has 
always been anything but pre¬ 
dictable, and while his decision to 
re-enter the legal field seemed pre¬ 
mature to many, others said it was 
completely in character for a man 
more committed to the issues 
than his own career. 

“I’m so used to people follow¬ 
ing a classic pattern, and he has so 
much political capital right now 
that I’m surprised he did it. But in 
my eyes this decision absolutely 
gives him more credibility; he has 
always talked about the intellectu¬ 
al and issue-oriented part of poli¬ 
tics,” said Michael Goldstein, pres¬ 
ident of the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club. “I think this 
shows him to be a very deep and 
thoughtful politician and outside 
of politics as we know them.” 

Immediately upon Gonzalez’s 
announcement - which he made 
during an interview with the San 
Francisco Examiner on March 28 
- two queer activists found them¬ 
selves as potential competitors; in 
discussing who might replace him 
on the board, Gonzalez men¬ 
tioned LGBT progressive Democ¬ 
rats Robert Haaland and Bill 
Barnes, along with Green Party 
activist Lisa Feldstein. Since then, 
openly gay assistant district attor¬ 
ney and Democrat Jim Hammer 
also has been mentioned as a po¬ 
tential candidate, along with sev¬ 
eral other Democrats and Greens. 
Again refusing to play by the 
book, Gonzalez’s first considera¬ 
tions showed support for ideolo¬ 
gy and experience rather than 
party affiliation or identity. 

But such statements may not 
come as easily to others, particu¬ 
larly for those who occupy more 
than one political category. Mem¬ 
bers of. the Lavender Greens, for 
instance, many of whom endorsed 
both Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Gonzalez in last year’s may- 
oral race, may find themselves 
once again torn between endors-

ing a fellow progressive queer or a 
fellow Green. 

The Milk Club’s Goldstein, 
who said he believes that everyone 
interested should run, also noted 
that at the very least, with instant 
runoff voting in place, “those who 
are in the position of endorsing 
candidates could look at the pos¬ 
sibility of ranked choices.” 

At press time, Haaland was the 
only LGBT person to confirm his 
candidacy, although both Barnes 
and Hammer told the Bay Area 
Reporter that they were seriously 
considering a run for the seat. All 
three acknowledged the difficulty 
in running against LGBT allies 
with similar positions on the is¬ 
sues, although each emphasized 
that he would bring different 
strengths to the job. 

“I’ve worked on a lot of issues 
that I think matter to the district 
and I have a long record of advo¬ 
cating for important causes that I 
think resonate in that district,” 
Haaland told the B.A.R. on Mon¬ 
day, March 29. 

A labor activist with Service 
Employees International Union 
Local 790, Haaland also worked 
for a number of years as a housing 
and tenant activist. Additionally, 
he has been an integral part of a 
number of progressive campaigns, 
including the fight for public 
power, instant runoff voting, and 
police reform, as well as Harry 
Britt’s 2002 Assembly campaign, 
and Gonzalez’s bids for district at¬ 
torney and supervisor. As a mem¬ 
ber of the Democratic County 
Central Committee, Haaland is 
the city’s first transgender elected 
to office, and if he succeeds in his 
bid for supervisor, would make 
transgender history there as well. 


Haaland’s campaign, he said, 
would not focus on his competi¬ 
tion, but would instead emphasize 
his own record. 

“I’m going to focus on talking 
to folks in the district,” he said, 
adding that if the campaign 
turned negative, “that would be 
unfortunate. I don’t see why it 
would happen.” 

On Tuesday, March 30, Barnes 
told the B.A.R. that while he is giv¬ 
ing the race “serious thought,” he 
considers it a decision with per¬ 
sonal impact, and will need “a 
week or so to figure it out.” 

Barnes, an African American 
gay man who is HIV-positive, 
works as an aide to District 6 Su¬ 
pervisor Chris Daly, and previ¬ 
ously worked for Mayor Willie 
Brown as the AIDS czar in the of¬ 
fice of AIDS and HIV policy. If 
elected, Barnes would be the first 
openly HIV-positive supervisor. 
But his HIV status is also a con¬ 
sideration in his decision to run. 

“Part of this decision is making 
sure I’m healthy. I have an ap¬ 
pointment for a physical tomor¬ 
row [Wednesday] to make sure it’s 
all in order; I want to be able to 
tell voters clearly that I’m healthy 
enough to do this job for four 
years,” said Barnes, who also said 
that he has spoken to several peo¬ 
ple, including his potential com¬ 
petitors, in evaluating whether to 
run. 

Although Barnes works for ar¬ 
guably the most leftist supervisor 
in town, he has also emphasized 
his neutrality in the recent may- 
oral runoff, as well as his past ser¬ 
vice to the Brown administration, 
which he acknowledged could 
cost him votes in the uber-liberal 
District 5 that includes the 
Haight. But he added that Gonza¬ 
lez’s nod speaks for itself. 

“I’m grateful that despite my 
neutrality in the mayor’s race, 
Gonzalez sees me as a strong can¬ 
didate for his seat,” he said. 

Hammer, reached by phone on 
March 30, told the B.A.R. that he, 
too, is weighing his options and 
should make a decision about his 
candidacy soon. 

“A number of people have en¬ 
couraged me to run, and I’m seri¬ 
ously considering it; it would be a 
terrific opportunity to serve my 
neighborhood and the city where 
I was born,” he said. 

Although he tends not to tout 
labels like “progressive” or “liber¬ 
al,” Hammer does have a progres-

Brownie Mary’s ashes 
missing 

The ashes of famed marijuana 
activist Mary Jane Rathbun, 
known affectionately as “Brownie 
Mary,” have reportedly been taken 
from a medical marijuana club in 
San Francisco and club staffers 
and others would like them back. 

Ms. Rathbun, long a fixture in 
the medical marijuana communi¬ 
ty, died April 10,1999 at the age of 
77 after complications following a 
fall in her San Francisco home. 
She was a co-founder of the now- 
defunct Cannabis Buyers Club 
and fought for years at the local, 
state, and national levels to legal¬ 
ize medical marijuana., 

According to Michael Barbitta, 
one of the directors of the Com¬ 
passionate Care Center at 194 
Church Street, someone appar¬ 
ently walked off with an urn con¬ 
taining some of Ms. Rathbun’s 
ashes following a party on March 
5. The ashes had been the center- 
piece of a small shrine to Ms. 
Rathbun at the medical marijua¬ 
na club. Most of Ms. Rathbun’s 
ashes had been scattered off the 
Florida Keys, but some had been 
saved and placed in a blue and 
gold urn at the club, said Karen 
Masonheimer, one of Ms. Rath¬ 
bun’s caretakers.

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Castro sweet shop closes

I t turns out selling chocolate in 
the Castro can be anything but 
sweet. After 12 years Jeoffrey 
Douglas is shuttering his Faerie 
Queene Chocolates near the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre and heading for Cana¬ 
da, where he hopes business won’t 
be so bitter. 

Selling Leonidas Belgian 
chocolates and various flavors of 
fudge, Douglas opened his store 
thinking a whimsical theme and 
humorous names for his confec¬ 
tions, like “Not tonight, I have a 
headache,” would be a hit. His idea 
flopped. 

“It’s a terrible business. The 
only time we were ever busy was 
maybe during Christmas,” said 
Douglas, standing under a fairy 
princess sitting on a swing, wand 
in hand, watching over the store. 

The tiny shoppe, with room 
for only six people at a time, will 
•close for good today (Thursday, 
April 1). Part of the problem, said 
Douglas, was it never really at¬ 
tracted a gay clientele. 

“The homophobia the store 
has faced has been enormous,” he 
said. 

The store’s fairy theme, with its 
decor of bejeweled fairies painted 
on the walls, never sat well with 
the more macho elements of the 
Castro crowd. 

The problem, as Douglas saw 
it, was gay men looked at the 
store’s name and thought “how 
pejorative” or it harked back to 
“totally old faggotiness.” He opted 
for the name, he said, as a way to

take the sting out of what used to 
be a commonly used homophobic 
slur. 

“The name was probably not a 
great idea. I learned a lesson,” he 
said. 

Perhaps if the store opened in 
November of 1971 instead of 1991 
things would have turned out dif¬ 


ferent, surmised Douglas. 

“Someone said you opened the 
shop for guys of the 1970s with¬ 
out remembering they were all 
dead. This shop would have been 
celebrated by those people,” he 
said. “It’s just a different genera¬ 
tion. The need for gaydar is less. 
They are more assimilated and 
they don’t need to shop with peo¬ 
ple just because they are gay.” 

Apart from the lukewarm re¬ 
ception from the gay neighbor¬ 
hood, the store was a frequent tar¬ 
get for armed robbers and street 
people who would shove feces 
through the door’s mail slot and 
urinate in the doorway. Douglas 
said the shop has been set on fire, 
its windows scratched, and cus¬ 
tomers screamed at by vagrants. 

“I am pretty burned out. We 
have really had it here, we had so 
much happen,” said Douglas, who 
armed himself with pepper spray 
as protection. 

One of the last straws for Dou¬ 
glas came six months ago when

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Boxer’s good move 


S enator Barbara Boxer (D-California) 
did the right thing when she issued a 
statement late last month affirming 
her support of “full equality for all couples.” 
And the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club definitely did the right thing when it 
realized that an obscure provision in its by¬ 
laws left it in a position to meet with Boxer’s 
senior staffers to discuss her position on 
marriage equality. While Boxer stopped 
short of mentioning the word “marriage,” 
she nonetheless retreated from comments 
made on her behalf in February that she be¬ 
lieves marriage is reserved for a man and a 
woman. Also important, Boxer acknowl¬ 
edged that her earlier comments about Cal¬ 
ifornia law being “fair and appropriate be¬ 
cause it gives equal rights and responsibili¬ 
ties to all citizens” were inaccurate. “I un¬ 
derstand current California law does not 
provide the full equality I initially thought it 
did,” she now says. 

The Milk Club, led by its new president, 
Michael Goldstein, took the lead by using its 
unique position to influence politicians. The 
club could have withdrawn its endorsement 
of Boxer for the November election because 
of a bylaws provision that calls on endorsed 
candidates to refrain from publicly com¬ 
menting in favor of discriminatory policies. 
Goldstein wrote a letter to Boxer, which was 
followed by a meeting that was attended by 
four Milk Club board members and top 
Boxer aides, including her chief of staff and 
the director of her Northern California of¬ 
fice. Milk Club members who attended the 
meeting told us that the senator’s staff un¬ 
derstood the issues and was “very apolo¬ 
getic” about the senator’s earlier comments. 
For their part, Milk Club members realize 
Boxer is in a tough re-election fight this 
year. While her GOP opponent, former Sec¬ 
retary of State Bill Jones, typically has trou¬ 
ble raising money, he does have the support 
of Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger, which 
could translate into big bucks for Jones. 

Moving Democratic politicians to the 
correct side of the marriage debate (sup¬ 


porting full equality for same-sex couples at 
a minimum and, ultimately, getting them to 
support same-sex marriage) has become a 
tricky proposition for LGBT mar¬ 
riage advocates and straight sup¬ 
porters of full marriage equality. 

Last week, House Minority , 

Leader Nancy Pelosi told Fox 
News’ Neil Cavuto that she sup¬ 
ports marriage for same-sex cou¬ 
ples, though it took Cavuto several ques¬ 
tions to get that answer. Pelosi, too, did 
the right thing. 

Presumed Democratic 
presidential nominee John 
Kerry, however, is still sticking 
to his position that marriage should be be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. We believe it’s 
an indefensible position that is costing 
Kerry crucial early support in the LGBT 
community. 


Kerry was cornered by a jogger in San 
Francisco Monday and again reiterated his 
opposition to same-sex marriage and he 
said it again Tuesday night on MTV’s 
Choose or Lose: 20 Million Questions for 
John Kerry. According to a transcript, 
while he believes people are born gay, 
Kerry does not believe people are 
guaranteed the right to marry within 
their own gender. Kerry favors civil 
unions that provide full rights to 
^ same-sex couples. 

So Kerry seems to be closer 
to Boxer’s position than 
Pelosi’s on marriage equality. 
But it’s this man-woman defi¬ 
nition that bothers us - Kerry should con¬ 
sider adopting Boxer’s position so that at 
least the hideous phrase “marriage is be¬ 
tween a man and a woman” can be retired 
from his campaign lexicon. ▼ 




AIDS czar is needed

N ews that Mayor Newsom eliminated 
from his budget the mayor’s AIDS 
policy adviser - a.k.a. the AIDS czar 
position - should alarm our community. In 
addition to addressing policy issues, this po¬ 
sition should perform greater oversight and 
accountability over San Francisco’s vast 
AIDS infrastructure and bloated AIDS Of¬ 
fice that recently numbered 170 employees. 

Newsom’s director of neighborhood ser¬ 
vices, Joe Caruso, indicated the job, if re¬ 
tained, would likely revert to a volunteer, 
unpaid position. Few people with 
HIV/AIDS, including people of color, can 
afford taking an unpaid, full-time job. Do 
city bureaucrats really expect a czar to drum 
up more HIV/AIDS funding without pay, 
despite more money potentially flowing 
into city coffers? 

Newsom’s rationale that the city budget 
can’t afford an AIDS czar to provide over¬ 
sight is specious, because the city has 100 in¬ 
formation systems managers on its payroll 
costing $11.8 million annually. Chopping 
one IS manager paid $165,000 between 
salary and fringe benefits could fund an 
AIDS czar $75,000 plus $18,750 in benefits, 
leaving $71,250 to rescue other programs 
destined for elimination from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s budget. 

Meanwhile, claiming it’s too cash poor to 
have a paid AIDS czar, the city pays at least 
two fees for CAEAR Coalition membership; 
at $5,500 each, there goes $11,000! At min¬ 
imum, two other coalition memberships are 
paid by AIDS organizations, bringing San 
Francisco’s minimum to $22,000 annually. 

Long known for duplication of services 
(some HIV/AIDS clients have five case man¬ 
agers, instead of one coordinating all ser¬ 
vices), rather than having a single AIDS czar 
San Francisco has, at minimum, four direc¬ 
tors of public policy: Jim Illig, Project Open 


Hand’s director of government relations; 
Ernest Hopkins, director of federal affairs 
and Dana Van Gorder, director of state and 
local affairs, both San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation employees; and Laura Thomas, Con¬ 
tinuum’s director of government grants and 
public policy. All three agencies* receive 
CARE Act funding. Van Gorder, echoing 
others, claims while agencies, including 
SFAF, are “cutting services, [spending 
money for a czar] might not be ideal spend¬ 
ing.” Van Gorder fails to grasp the irony 
that salaries for four or more govern¬ 
ment affairs directors is, obviously, 
less-than-ideal spending. 

Other AIDS organizations also 
have public policy directors, with¬ 
out an upward limit on how many 
San Francisco needs. We’d be much 
better off with a single AIDS czar; 
eliminating these three 
duplicative positions is a 
logical starting point to¬ 
ward providing clients 
with actual services as the priority. 

The city alternately claims the czar’s du¬ 
ties were picked up by either Caruso or 
DPH staff, yet public records reveal reports 
analyzing follow-up efforts following Mayor 
Brown’s 1998 AIDS Summit have not been 
issued for over four years, since 1999, sug¬ 
gesting the czar duties weren’t “picked up” 
adequately. Small wonder the city just lost 
$4 million in HIV/AIDS funding. The loss 
is partly the result of past performance in 
our jurisdiction, since performance is a 
major factor evaluated during competitive 
review. Performance mistakes include San 
Francisco’s failure to spend all funds during 
the year in which Congress appropriated 
they be spent (“unspent money” automati¬ 
cally lowers subsequent awards); DPH’s fail¬ 
ure to issue contracts to service providers 
expeditiously; our CARE Council’s failure 
to ensure DPH “quickly” allocates funds; the 
council’s failure to reallocate funds between 


service categories to ensure all funds are 
spent in the year Congress intended; failure 
to complete revising the “severe need” defi¬ 
nition, since severe need is a key focus dur¬ 
ing competitive judging; and possibly the 
failure of DPH to have met some federal 
deadlines. 

Judged in the light of “past perfor¬ 
mance,” these errors probably contributed 
to the funding loss, which an AIDS czar, 
performing oversight functions, may have 
been able to prevent. 

A larger error looms: Despite discussing 
a goal to ensure service providers have the 
infrastructure to become Medi-Cal certified 
and understand Medi-Cal’s treat¬ 
ment authorization process to 
move clients from CARE-fund- 
ed programs onto Medi-Cal, the 
CARE Council has done virtu¬ 
ally no follow-up to en¬ 
sure it is the payor of last 
resort, as required by the 
CARE Act, rather than 
payor of first convenience to providers who 
are not Medi-Cal certified. Had the council 
achieved this goal, the 12 ancillary CARE- 
funded service categories being eliminated 
might have been preserved - by reallocating 
primary care service savings gained from 
fully utilizing Medi-Cal - without now cry¬ 
ing poor. 

Newsom should heed his CARE Coun¬ 
cil’s czar recommendation, not Illig’s con¬ 
flicted advice, given Illig is president of the 
HIV/AIDS Contractors Network vying for 
CARE funds. Clients shocked and awed over 
losing these services should demand New¬ 
som immediately appoint a paid czar, to 
prevent additional errors leading to even 
greater loss of CARE Act funds next year. ▼

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Dufty’s accomplishments 

Jim Bishop’s vituperative attack on District 8 Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty [Mailstrom, March 25] is filled 
with inaccuracies. Dufty is right to sustain Mayor 
Newsom’s veto of Supervisor Chris Daly’s deeply 
flawed anti-demolition legislation. Daly’s initiative 
would have discouraged rental property owners from 
maintaining and improving their buildings and 
would have resulted in a deterioration of older hous¬ 
ing. Perhaps Bishop wants San Francisco to look like 
the South Bronx. Furthermore, both Newsom and 
Dufty made sure tenants currently occupying subsi¬ 
dized apartments at Trinity Plaza would be given life¬ 
time leases, including full rent control protections. 

Bishop’s allegation that Dufty’s major supporters 
were wealthy landlords is ludicrous. In the general 
election, Dufty voluntarily limited campaign contri¬ 
butions to $100 per individual and only accepted 
them from San Francisco residents. (The legal limit is 
$500 and no residential restrictions apply.) In the 
runoff, he followed the same limitations, even though 
he could have received up to $250 from individuals. 

Dufty has been in office less than two years and has 
made great strides in improving the Castro. Under his 
leadership, last year’s Halloween was a safe and well 
managed event, as opposed to the dangerous chaos 
the neighborhood previously experienced. When the 
Eureka Valley Recreation Center closed for much 
needed remodeling, he found a home for the queer 
youth program housed there at the LGBT Communi¬ 
ty Center. He is working with a residential 
hotel in the greater Castro to house home¬ 
less queer youth and has invited all inter¬ 
ested parties to participate in the process 
and to air their concerns, which he will 
address. 

Dufty supports home ownership 
programs and rent control and realizes 
the two are not in conflict. Dufty has a 
good working relationship with Mayor 
Newsom, who supported his candidacy 
for supervisor. When Newsom authorized same-sex 
weddings, Dufty was among the first elected officials 
to perform them. 

District 8 as a whole, and the Castro in particular, 
is lucky to have a hard-working, intelligent, and hon¬ 
est supervisor like Dufty. He should be re-elected in a 
landslide.

Housing proposal a ‘win-win’

His 
early death is made more tragic by the fact that his 
great passion was so misguided. Reading his obituar¬ 
ies in the San Francisco Chronicle and B.A.R. [“AIDS 
activist David Pasquarelli dies at 36” March 18], one 
was transported back 15 years in the war against 
AIDS. Suddenly PCP and CMV were in print again as 
contributing to the death of someone. How could that 
handsome and smiling face be gone so abruptly? 

Like Don Quixote, Pasquarelli spread a message 
not realizing the message was false. He paid for his 
idealism and, sadly, his foolishness with his life. Now 
his lasting legacy is an object lesson on how not to 


deal with HIV/AIDS. HIV is a virus, which causes 
AIDS. It randomly came to this country and first sur¬ 
faced in the gay community. There’s no conspiracy to 
a virus. There was no cabal. It was a freak and sad his¬ 
torical occurrence. 

Venting anger on drug companies and AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations for their actions or inactions, 
Pasquarelli thought he was helping his fellow human 
beings. He worked against the mainstream when his 
idealism and passion was needed in the mainstream. 
Drug companies need to be monitored, but they have 
created drugs that are helping people live longer lives. 
ASOs are not perfect organizations, but they educate, 
feed, clothe, house, and help countless individuals. 
Why couldn’t he see that as a worthwhile goal? 

His friends and family, who obviously loved him 
very much, need to step forward and tell the truth. 
David died needlessly. His jail stay did not help his 
health surely, but the decline of his immune system 
was caused by his not taking anti-HIV medicines that 
are available today. Anyone with HIV/AIDS needs to 
consult a doctor and make a plan that is best for them. 
To not avail yourself of western medicine is as foolish 
as it is to spurn alternative therapies. It is likely both 
are needed in the war against HIV. 

I was born five years before David, got HIV eight 
years before him and am writing this letter, never hav¬ 
ing had an opportunistic disease yet. Will anti-HIV 
drugs hurt me? Possibly. But I surely know AIDS will 
kill me sooner. Now in a time of budget crunches 
when we need a passionate voice for HIV/AIDS, 
David Pasquarelli’s voice is silent. 

And all for tilting at windmills.

Engendered species

I here is a sea change going 
on. A paradigm shift, if you 

■ will. 

Every day, my in-box is flooded 
by news articles and press releases 
about the state of gender variance 
in the world, from articles about 
eunuchs in India trying to take 
political power and create a legal 
“third sex” definition to Atlanta 
hiring a specialist to handle 
crimes against LGBT individuals. 
Many of these articles - except, of 
course, the religious right press re¬ 
leases - are often very trans posi¬ 
tive, using the right pronouns and 
names, and avoiding some of the 
obvious issues that creep up in 
stories relating to transpeople. 

Police officers in Pennsylvania, 
sailors in Spain, and people across 
the world are transitioning - and 
not losing their jobs, homes, or 
families. 

High schools and colleges are 
working on policies and pro¬ 
cedures to better serve their 
transgender students, in¬ 
cluding opening up addi¬ 
tional same-sex bath¬ 
rooms on campuses, 
while also asserting that 
students who do 
identify in a 
gender opposite 
their assigned 
birth sex are welcome in the exist¬ 
ing facilities of their choosing. 

Transgender people have begun 
to put together slick, professional 
events, like the all-transgender- 
cast “VDay” event in Hollywood 
last month, and the partnering of 
the first transgender gospel choir, 
Transcendence, with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus in the lat¬ 
ter’s annual spring concert next 
month. Our own musical groups, 
actresses, playwrights, and others 
are taking their places in big ways, 
telling our own stories in ways that 
only we can offer. 

I even spent last weekend in 
Iowa speaking to a college-level 
transgender event, where I was able 
to walk down the street without 
any trouble, even while wearing a 
“Transexual Menace” T-shirt. The 
only comment I got on the shirt 
was from one person who liked my 
choice of attire. In the Moline air¬ 
port, the woman sitting next to me 
and I got into a discussion about 
transgender violence issues - of 
which she was already aware. 

Indeed, I think we are seeing 
something new happening. We are 
giving rise to a new way of think¬ 
ing, a new vision, and perhaps 
even a new culture. 

Needless to say, this did not 
happen overnight. The first mod¬ 
ern vision of trans community 
and culture dates back 100 years 
ago, in Berlin, where trans patients 


of Drs. Magnus 
Hirschfeld and 
Felix Abraham, 
among others, 
began to meet and 
congregate, dis¬ 
covering each 
other’s talents 
while learning 
about themselves. 

During a few brief 
years, trans culture 
begun to flourish 
in Germany - just 
prior to Brown- 
shirts charging 
into Hirschfeld’s 
clinic, burning his 
research, and 
putting an end to 
things trans not 
only in Nazi Ger¬ 
many, but also 
around the world. 

In latter part of the 20 t * 1 centu¬ 
ry - during the times of Christine 
Jorgensen and Dr. Harry Ben¬ 
jamin’s book, The Transsexual 
Phenomenon - the commu¬ 
nity began to rise again, 
this time aiding and aided 
by the growing “gay 
rights” movement of the 
post-Stonewall era. Much 
groundwork was laid, 
mostly in get¬ 
ting laws 
against public 
crossdressing 
struck down and getting laws for 
birth certificate changes enacted. 
Yet by the mid-1970s and the push 
to “normalize” the gay and lesbian 
movement, transgender people 
were again left in the cold. 

So far, the third time seems to 
be the charm. In a push largely 
started by activist-minded trans¬ 
people in the first part of the 
1990s, the then foreign-sounding 
concepts of transgender rights, 
transgender pride, and “transgen¬ 
der” itself were introduced. People 
began to think of what they 
lacked, and begun earnest efforts 
to see that change. Over the last 
decade we’ve brought into exis¬ 
tence something new. Now we 
need to go where the activists be¬ 
fore were not able: into a place of 
real community and society where 
transgender - if not yet fully ac¬ 
cepted everywhere - is actively 
considered and appreciated. 

There are still a great many 
things left to do. While great 
strides have been made, the real 
trek has largely yet to begin. With 
our victories, and those of our al¬ 
lies, comes the inevitable backlash. 

The issue of gay marriage has 
killed one transgender inclusive 
LGBT rights bill, while a 
transwoman in Kansas has been 
arrested for giving “false testimo¬ 
ny” to obtain a marriage license. 
The conservative pundits have 
even taken to saying, “If you allow 


gay rights, then what’s next? 
Transgender marriage?” Never 
mind that such is already here and 
has been for decades - another 
product of mid-century transac¬ 
tivism. That is a victory that could 
end up lost amid the struggle for 
marriage equality. 

The mainstream media has 
gotten far better on trans stories, 
yet there are still plenty of sleazy 
“sex swap” stories in the press, and 
more than a few articles willing to 
take a side by ill-considered pro¬ 
nouns and names. Some of those 
in the aforementioned Kansas case 
have been especially painful. “Junk 
science” still threatens us, trying to 
call us sick, perverted, or even un¬ 
natural. This threatens to erode 
our rights, and adds fuel to the re¬ 
ligious rights attacks against us. 

While rights are gained in some 
places - one example is the strong 
chance for the “Gender Recogni¬ 
tion Bill” allowing for trans rights 
in the United Kingdom - other lo¬ 
cales are seeing these rights erode. 
Current issues in Australia, for 
one, could lead to the outright 
banning of sex-change surgeries in 
the country. With all of our victo¬ 
ries, we are still endangered. 

And yes, we are still being 
killed with alarming regularity, 
most recently on March 3 in 
Washington, D.C. 

Now is the time for us to take a 
stand, be out, be visible, and make 
it known that we will not go qui¬ 
etly. We need to be out there, 
telling our stories, writing our 
own books, proving our own sci¬ 
ence, and letting our legislators 
know that we demand our very 
rights to exist. 

It’s time to finally give rise to a 
transgender culture. ▼

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United Democrats aim 
at White House, Senate

assachusetts Senator John 
Kerry does not become 
the formal Democratic 
nominee for president until July, 
but he became the Democrat’s 
standard-bearer by acclamation 
last Thursday when 2,500 Demo¬ 
cratic loyalists packed into Wash¬ 
ington’s National Building Muse¬ 
um to raise $11 million - a record 
for a single fundraiser by the party 

- and to present a united party be¬ 
hind the presumptive nominee. 

With two former presidents - 
Bill Clinton and Jimmy Carter 

- leading the way, seven of Kerry’s 
onetime rivals for the nomination 
(Wesley Clark, Howard Dean, 
John Edwards, Dick Gephardt, 
Bob Graham, Joe Lieberman, 
and Al Sharpton) joined other 
Democratic party leaders like for¬ 
mer Vice President AI Gore, Sen¬ 
ator Edward Kennedy (Massa¬ 
chusetts), Jesse Jackson, Ethel 
Kennedy, George McGovern, 
and Walter Mondale. The over¬ 
flow crowd reportedly roared as 
former presidents Clinton and 
Carter held their arms aloft, 
joining with Kerry, Gore, 
and the seven rivals van¬ 
quished by the Massachu¬ 
setts senator in a fast 
round of primaries from 
mid-January through 
early March. 

Gephardt 
deafening ap¬ 
plause, accord¬ 
ing to media 
accounts, when 
he praised Kerry and called 
George Bush “the worst of the 
five presidents I’ve served in Con¬ 
gress,” adding that Bush “even 
makes me nostalgic for Ronald 
Reagan.” 

Gore recalled the 2000 election 
he narrowly lost to Bush, asking 
the excited crowd “Do you re¬ 
member what you felt when the 
Supreme Court handed down its 
decision in the case called Bush 
versus Gore? I remember,” he said. 
“I want you to draw again on all 
that energy and to channel it in 
support of John Kerry to elect him 
our next president.” 

Carter had a personal message 
for Ralph Nader, the indepen¬ 
dent candidate: “Don’t risk cost¬ 
ing the Democrats the White 
House this year as you did four 
years ago.” Nader ran on the 
Green Party ticket in 2000. 

Dean, who formally endorsed 
Kerry earlier that day, took sever¬ 
al political shots at Bush, asking 
the crowd “Who would you rather 
have in charge of the defense of 
the United States of America: a 
group of people who have never 
served a day overseas in their life, 
or a guy who served his country 
honorably, has three Purple 
Hearts and a Silver Star?” 

Only former Senator Carol 
Moseley Braun of Illinois, who 
was in San Francisco for a speak¬ 
ing engagement, and Ohio Repre¬ 
sentative Dennis Kucinich (D- 
Ohio) sent regrets they could not 
attend the event. 

Democrats also now feel that 
they have an excellent chance of 
retaking the U.S. Senate in No¬ 
vember. Republicans control the 
Senate 51-48, with one indepen¬ 
dent who votes with the Democ¬ 
rats for organizational purposes. 
Democrats need a net gain of only 
one or two seats to win control of 


the Senate; one seat if the voters 
elect a Democrat as vice president 
along with Kerry in November, 
who would break ties in the Sen¬ 
ate, and two if the Bush ticket is 
re-elected. 

However, after his landslide 
victory in a crowded Democratic 
primary field in Illinois, state Sen¬ 
ator Barack Obama, is already 
the odds-on favorite to 
win a GOP-held U.S. 
Senate seat in Illinois 
in November, and 
former Alaska Gov¬ 
ernor Tony 

Knowles is now 
leading his GOP-in- 
cumbent opponent, 
Senator Lisa 
Murkowski 
in that state. 
In Oklahoma, 
Representative Brad Carson, a 
moderate-to-conservative Demo¬ 
crat, is now expected to win the 
seat being given up by GOP Sena¬ 
tor Don Nickles. Though it start¬ 
ed out with somewhat of a disad¬ 
vantage because of retiring De¬ 
mocratic senators in five Southern 
states, the Democratic Party now 
looks healthy in all of those states 
and is expected to hold the seats 
in all except Georgia. 

The big break for Democrats 
came, however, when Colorado 
Republican U.S. Senator Ben 
Nighthorse Campbell, expected 
to easily win re-election, suddenly 
announced he would not run for 
re-election. Democrats are now 
given a better-than-even chance of 
picking up the open Colorado 
Senate seat with the candidacy of 
popular Colorado Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Ken Salazar, who now leads 
all potential Republicans in that 
state; even Colorado Governor 
Bill Owens, considered the GOP’s 
strongest contender for the seat, 
declined to run against Salazar.

Caught Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som on The Charlie Rose Show last 
week from New York City and the 
mayor was as smooth as they get. 
And to the dude who called last 
week - twice - leaving a message 
on my machine that my March 25 
column about Mayor Newsom 
was “too praising of the guy, noth¬ 
ing but a— kissing” you know 
what?

The sentence describing 
Newsom’s political calculations 
should have read: “Clearly, politi¬ 
cal calculation is not what drives 
Newsom.” We regret the error.] 

Not that Assemblyman Mark 


Leno (D-San Francisco) has any¬ 
thing to worry about (he got the 
highest vote on the entire county 
ballot in March) but the Log 
Cabin Republicans of San Fran¬ 
cisco have this to say about his 
November GOP opponent, Gail 
Neira: “[She] is out of the main¬ 
stream, and we view her as very 
hostile to gay rights; we cannot 
allow her to carry the banner for 
the party.” 

Assemblyman Mark Leno was 
honored, along with Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie Goldberg (D-Los 
Angeles) at last week’s annual Bay 
Area Lawyers for Individual Free¬ 
dom dinner. San Francisco District 
Attorney Kamala Harris gave the 
keynote address. Leno and Gold¬ 
berg received the organization’s 
Legal Services Award. Immigra¬ 
tion Equality received BALIF’s 
Community Service Award. 



Laura Spanjian 


In other local political news, 
Laura Spanjian was elected the 
new co-chair of the Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club last week. 
Spanjian replaces Theresa 
Sparks, who had served two 
terms, and will join co-chair Rich 
Kowalewski, who was elected to 
his second term. Spanjian, who 
was the legislative aide to former 
Supervisor Leslie Katz, said she 
wants to focus the club on elect¬ 
ing more LGBT leaders, particu¬ 
larly lesbians, in San Francisco. 

Even Republican members of 
the Assembly have high praise for 
the new speaker, Fabian Nunez 
(D-Los Angeles). After a revolving 
door of relatively anonymous 
speakers, Nunez, 37, could hold 
the Assembly’s most powerful 
post until 2008, when term limits 
will end his tenure. Democrats 
now hold 48 of 80 Assembly seats, 
and it will be part of Nunez’s job 
to make sure they maintain that 
edge in this year’s elections.

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Gay marriage and child-raising

any opponents of gay 
marriage do so on the 
grounds that marriage ex¬ 
ists primarily for raising children, 
and that gay couples cannot satis¬ 
fy this purpose. A strong version 
of this point holds that gay par¬ 
ents are incompetent to raise 
children, and perhaps are 
even dangerous to them 
(the “competence argu¬ 
ment”). A milder ver¬ 
sion claims that opposite-sex 
married couples are optimal 
for child-raising (the 
“optimality argu¬ 
ment”). The compe¬ 
tence argument is fac¬ 
tually unsupported and contra¬ 
vened by the laws of every state. 
The optimality argument may or 
may not be correct, but either way 
is irrelevant to the controversy 
over gay marriage. 

The competence argument 
maintains that children raised by 
gay parents, as compared to those 
raised by heterosexual parents, are 


at higher risk emotionally and 
cognitively; that they are more apt 
to be confused about their sexual 
and gender identity; and that they 
are more likely to be molested. 
Gays, therefore, ought not to raise 
children. 

Since marriage includes a pre¬ 
sumptive right to have and raise 
children, either through con¬ 
ception or adoption, gays 
ought to be denied mar¬ 
riage. The happiness 
and needs of gay couples 
do not justify putting 
children at risk. 

If the competence argu¬ 
ment is correct, 
states should bar 
gays altogether from 
parenting. Yet while 
judges sometimes use homosexu¬ 
ality as one factor among many in 
making custody and visitation de¬ 
terminations, no state categorical¬ 
ly bars gays from raising children. 
Only one state, Florida, prohibits 
gays from adopting children. 
However, even Florida permits 
gays to raise their own biological 
children, to obtain custody of 


children, and to be long-term fos¬ 
ter parents. 

Contrary to the competence 
argument, the strong trend in the 
country is toward the relaxation of 
rules disfavoring gay parenting. 
About 30 states now recognize 
two-parent adoptions in which 
same-sex partners both adopt a 
child. Gay parenting is common. 
Gay parents in this country are 
now raising more than one mil¬ 


lion children. According to the 
2000 census, about one-fourth of 
all same-sex-couple households 
include children. 

The available studies, while not 
methodologically perfect, serious¬ 
ly undermine the competence ar¬ 
gument. While the studies may not 
yet prove that gays are just as good 
as heterosexuals at raising chil¬ 
dren, they point strongly to the 
conclusion that gays are at least 
minimally competent parents. 

In a review of 21 studies of gay 
parenting, sociologists Judith 
Stacey and Timothy Biblarz con¬ 
cluded, “every relevant study to 
date shows that parental sexual 
orientation per se has no measur¬ 
able effect on the quality of par¬ 
ent-child relationships or on chil¬ 
dren’s mental health or social ad¬ 


justment.” The minor observed 
differences between children 
raised by gay parents and those 
raised by straight parents “either 
favor children raised by lesbigay 
parents, are secondary effects of 
social prejudice, or represent ‘just 
a difference’ of the sort democra¬ 
tic societies should respect and 
protect.” While more work must 
be done to shore up these conclu¬ 
sions, a strong provisional judg¬ 


ment can be made that the com¬ 
petence argument is factually 
baseless. 

A milder version of the child¬ 
raising objection to gay marriage 
maintains that even if gays should 
not be completely barred from 
parenting, married heterosexual 
couples should be strongly pre¬ 
ferred. This optimality argument 
holds that, all else being equal, 
children do best when raised by a 
married mother and father. 

In contrast to the competence 
argument, there is at least some 
empirical basis for the optimality 
argument. There is substantial ev¬ 
idence that children raised in mar¬ 
ried households are on average 
happier, healthier, and wealthier 
than children raised by single par¬ 
ents or by unmarried cohabiting 
parents. This probably has some¬ 
thing to do with the legal and so¬ 
cial support marriage provides. 

Still, this is shaky empirical 
support for the optimality argu¬ 
ment. There is no good study 
comparing children raised in mar¬ 
ried households with children 
raised by same-sex couples. And, 
because gay marriage is forbidden, 
there is no study comparing chil¬ 
dren raised by opposite-sex mar¬ 
ried couples with children raised 


by same-sex married couples. 

Let’s assume, for the sake of ar¬ 
gument, that opposite-sex mar¬ 
ried couples provide the optimal 
environment for child-raising. 
That is still no argument against 
gay marriage. First, even if a pri¬ 
mary purpose of marriage is to fa¬ 
cilitate child-raising, it is not an 
indispensable purpose, as the 
many childless married couples 
can attest. 

Second, gay marriage won’t 
take children from mothers and 
fathers who want to raise them. 
Consider: there is no shortage of 
children in the country. There are 
not enough married couples to 
raise them all. That’s why states 
allow sub-optimal parenting by 
singles (gay and straight) and un¬ 
married couples (gay and 
straight). Almost everyone agrees 
these sub-optimal arrangements 
are better than orphanages or fos¬ 
ter care, where the outcomes for 
children are often terrible. 

No serious person advocates 
removing all children from gay 
parents. So whether or not gay 
marriage is allowed, children will 
continue to be raised by gay par¬ 
ents. The only question is, will 
these children be raised in homes 
that may enjoy the protections 
and benefits of marriage? If it’s 
better for children to be raised by 
a married opposite-sex couple 
than by an unmarried opposite- 
sex couple, it would surely be bet¬ 
ter for children to be raised by a 
married same-sex couple than by 
an unmarried same-sex couple. 
That’s the relevant comparison. 

If it’s really a concern for chil¬ 
dren that’s motivating them, op¬ 
ponents of gay marriage ought to 
rethink their conclusion. They 
ought to be pounding the table for 
gay marriage. ▼

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Chronicle photographer 
speaks out

peaking for the first time 
publicly, San Francisco 
Chronicle photographer Liz 
Mangelsdorf disputed the notion 
that she could no longer remain 
objective covering the same-sex 
marriage story because she had 
wed her spouse, Chronicle City 
Hall reporter Rachel Gordon. 

“Any personal vested interest 
we had in the story has not 
changed from when we were a 
committed lesbian couple who 
wanted to get married to a lesbian 
couple who got married,” Man¬ 
gelsdorf told a gathering of gay 
and lesbian media professionals 
last Wednesday, March 24. 

With Gordon sitting in the 
front row, Mangelsdorf said the 
couple felt let down by the news¬ 
paper’s decision to pull the couple 
off the story after they wed last 
month. 

“We respect that decision but 
disagree with that decision,” she said. 
“We had hoped they would stand up 
for us after we got married.” 

Instead, the paper banned the 
two veteran journalists from cov¬ 
ering the story, igniting a firestorm 
of criticism from both the local 
queer community and leaders of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association. Steven 
Petrow, NLGJA national president, 
said he fears what the repercus¬ 
sions will be for other queer jour¬ 
nalists working in cities with less 
gay-supportive populaces. 

“How is this going to play out 
across the country? I am con¬ 
cerned other journalists will pay a 
heavier price,” said Petrow, who 
took part in the panel discussion 
before the local NLGJA chapter. 

Chronicle managing editor 
Robert Rosenthal defended the 
paper’s decision, saying reporters 
learn in Journalism 101 they are 
not allowed to become part of a 
story they are covering. 

“The real issue here is the ques¬ 
tion of two people getting involved 
in the core of the story. In this case 
that is getting married,” he said. “It 
was not about thinking they were 
going to change their coverage be¬ 
cause they got married. It’s about 


getting involved in the act.” 

Rosenthal revealed that the 
paper did not come to its decision 
easily, saying the process “was not 
comfortable” for those involved. 
And he repeated earlier assertions 
by Chronicle editors that the deci¬ 
sion had nothing to do with the 
two women’s sexual orientation. 

“It is not a question of are they 
fair or have bias or an agenda in 
their work. It never came up in my 
mind that their sexuality was an 
issue or that they were a couple,” 
he said. “It was about them getting 
involved, specifically that they got 
married.” 

Mangelsdorf said she and Gor¬ 
don opted to wed in order to se¬ 
cure the same protections for 
themselves as the other same-sex 
couples who married. 

“We felt it was a legal right 
granted to us,” she said. “Us get¬ 
ting married was a very private 
act. The last thing we wanted was 
for it to be a public issue or for it 
to become a public issue.” 

Noting that both women stud¬ 
ied journalism ethics in college 
and engaged in lengthy debates 
with their colleagues and editors 
over the issue, Mangelsdorf said 
neither she nor Gordon viewed 
their getting married in black or 
white terms. 

“There are a lot of gray areas 
here,” she said. 

Petrow said his organization’s 
members are divided on the ques¬ 
tion of whether the women were 
right in marrying or should have 
decided to wait until the legal 
questions had been resolved. 

“If they understand the mar¬ 
riage was meant to be a political 
act or civil disobedience than it is 
an issue. If it was a private act 
done at home then it isn’t a prob¬ 
lem,” he said. 

When asked if it would have 
mattered if the women had gone 
to Canada to wed or to Massachu¬ 
setts this May when gay marriage 
becomes legal in that state, Rosen¬ 
thal said he didn’t know how to 
answer the question. 

“This is new uncharted ground 
right now,” he said. 

The paper did discuss adding a 
disclaimer to Gordon’s stories, but 
Rosenthal said there was some

issue over how long such a dis¬ 
claimer would need to appear 
with her coverage. Mangelsdorf 
said the paper also had asked Gor¬ 
don if she wanted to write a per¬ 
sonal account of getting married. 

But she said “that is not some¬ 
thing Rachel is interested in writ¬ 
ing. She is a beat reporter and not 
a columnist.” 

As for why the newspaper 
waited a week before writing 
about the decision to remove the 
women from the story, Rosenthal 
said it was a matter of respecting 
the couple’s privacy. 

“Normal personnel decisions 
are not discussed. Part of it is to 
try to respect their privacy,” he 
said. “Certainly it became a news 
story. We thought it would. It’s 
very difficult for any newspaper to 
try to figure out how to write 
about itself.” T

Rolling on the river 


by Ed Walsh 


' I hen are these gays going 
to leave?” asked a big- 
- haired Texas woman, 
husband in tow, as she entered the 
tourist information storefront of 
the Russian River Chamber of 
Commerce in Guerneville last 
summer. 

“They’re not, honey,” answered 
Opal Pullaro, a 60ish, heterosexu¬ 


al, but very gay-friendly employee 
at the information desk. 

The chamber’s openly gay ex¬ 
ecutive director, Steve Fogel, re¬ 
counted that story to the Bay Area 
Reporter with amusement last 
week. The Texas couple’s visit co¬ 
incided with the Lazy Bear Week¬ 
end, which has morphed into the 
Lazy Bear Week, and is the Russ¬ 
ian River area’s biggest tourist 
draw. Fogel noted that this year, all 
hotel rooms in Guerneville and 
surrounding areas have already 
sold out for the event, scheduled 
to begin July 14. The largest and 
oldest predominately gay resort in 
the area, Fife’s, sold out for the 
event on January 2, just three 
hours after it began to accept 
reservations. 

The growing popularity of 
Lazy Bear, along with other special 
Guerneville events, including the 
Women’s Weekends, April 30 and 
September 17, and Sundance 


Weekend, August 7, are symbolic 
of the renaissance of the Russian 
River as a gay getaway, gay busi¬ 
ness owners say. 

Guerneville, an easy 90-minute 
drive north of San Francisco, is a 
world apart from the city but it 
has long been the city’s play¬ 
ground. Fogel estimates that in 
1940, the area boasted 14,000 
hotel rooms and cabins. Now it 
has about 3,000, as many of the 
former vacation cabins have been 
taken over by permanent resi¬ 
dents. In 1978, Peter Pender took 
over the old Murphy’s family re¬ 
sort, fixed it up, and reopened it as 
Fife’s, the area’s first gay resort. 
Others soon followed, making 
Guerneville the gay getaway capi¬ 
tal of Northern California. 

Most of the gay resorts are 
flush now with new owners, new 
money, and a renewed enthusiasm 
for returning Guerneville to the

popularity it saw in the 1980s. 
They’re banking on its natural 
^beauty as part of Sonoma Coun- 
"ty’s wine country and its nightlife. 

“We call ourselves the wild side 
of the wine country,” Fife’s mar¬ 
keting and events director, Diane 
Maldauer, told the B.A.R. “But 
you also have the wild side in 
terms of nature. People don’t 
know all that there is to do up 
here, canoeing, hiking, biking, and 
kayaking,” she added. 

Where to stay 

A wide range of resorts, hotels, 
cabins, and vacation rental homes 
offers something for every travel¬ 
er. Room rates run from $40 for a 
small cabin room at the bucolic 
Highlands Resort, to $345 for the 
most expensive suite at the up¬ 
scale Applewood Inn. 

Fife’s (16467 River Road, 800- 
7-FIFES-l) is a super-complex 
that sits on 15 acres, with 55 units, 
up to 100 campsites, a restaurant 
and bar, and one of the best gyms 
in the area. Fife’s current owner, 
Michael Clark, took over in Janu¬ 
ary 2002 and immediately shut it 
down for nearly four months for 
renovation. He’s managed to 
maintain the 99-year-old resort’s 
rustic charm while keeping it 
comfortable and up to date. Day- 
trippers - those just up for the day 
- are welcome to use the resort 
grounds, pool, and beach for free 
but if you’re not staying there, use 
of the gym is $5/day or 
$35/month. 

Another of the area’s best- 
known gay resorts is the Russian 
River Resort, or Triple-R (16390 
Fourth Street; 800-41-RESORT). It 
sports 24 motel-style units that sur¬ 
round its pool, bar, and restaurant. 
This resort is a great spot if you like 
being around a lot of people and in 
the middle of the party. The crowd 
is overwhelmingly gay men, but its 
owner, Jeff Bridges, emphasizes that 
everyone is welcome. Like Fife’s, 
day trippers are also welcome. But

if you want to stay overnight, book 
early, rooms fill up fast. 

Triple R’s newest neighbor is 
The Woods, (16484 Fourth Street; 
1-800-767-1759.) It used to be 
called Xen. The new name offi¬ 
cially begins this week and is in 
nostalgic tribute to the defunct re¬ 
sort complex on Armstrong 
Woods Road. It includes 18 units, 
many with balconies, fireplaces, 
and full kitchens. The resort’s new 
owner, Michael Preaseau, like 
many of the gay resort owners, 
first came to Guerneville as a get¬ 
away but liked it so much that he 
decided to stay. He plans to infuse 
The Woods with at least $100,000 
worth of improvements. By the 
way, Preaseau’s mother, Verna 
Preaseau, took over the business 
he used to run, Russian River 
Concierge (1-800-403-1744). It’s a 
great one-stop reservation and 
general information service and 
includes a number of vacation 
rental homes in the area. Verna is 
a busy lady. She’s also president of 
the Russian River Chamber of 
Commerce. Day-trippers are also 
welcome at The Woods. 

One of the most upscale of the 
resorts in Guerneville is the Re¬ 
treat Resort and Spa (14711 Arm¬ 
strong Woods Road, 866-73- 
RELAX). Its 12 units are beauti¬ 
fully decorated and impeccably 
maintained. The resort itself 
evokes a lush, luxurious feel. The 
grounds feature a backyard with a 
bridge over its own private creek. 
The rooms center on a hot tub 
and pool. The resort employs a 
full-time aesthetician and features 
a complete spa with a menu of op¬ 
tions including massage, facials, 
and spray-on tanning. Plans are in 
the works to open a wine bar on 
May 15. The bar will be open to 
the general public, giving bar pa¬ 
trons the perfect opportunity to 
sample the resort. 

Highlands Resort (14000 
Woodland Drive; 707-869-0333) 
is beautifully situated on a hill in 
downtown Guerneville. Although 
it is a close walking distance to 
everything downtown, it sits in a 
wooded oasis and feels like a 
world apart. It includes 16 units 
with space for 20 campsites. The 
complex features one of the 
biggest pools in the area and is 
clothing optional. It promotes it¬ 
self as a gay and lesbian resort that 
is “straight friendly.” Day use is 
available for $5 weekdays and $10 
on the weekends. 

The Inn at The Willows (15905 
River Road; 1-800.953.2828) is a 
10-room guesthouse overlooking 
the river. Its expansive river front 
grounds are also open for campers 
and its meadow is a perfect spot 
for the commitment ceremonies 
that it often hosts. A couple of the 
rooms are being converted into a 
spa that will offer a full range of 
services. Day use is $10. 

The historic Village Inn (20822 
River Boulevard, Monte Rio; 1- 
800-303-2303) in nearby Monte 
Rio provides spectacular views of 
the river. Although not marketed as 
a “gay resort,” the gay couple who 
own it estimate that about half of 
its guests are gay. It’s undoubtedly 
one of the most beautiful buildings 
on the river and was the setting for 
the movie, Holiday Inn. 

The area’s poshest resort, Ap¬ 
plewood Inn (13555 Highway 


116; 1-800-555-8509) features a 
spa, pool, hot tub, bar, and restau¬ 
rant. Each room is so beautifully 
decorated that it is like a work of 
art by itself. A gay couple that 
owns the 19-room inn has put it 
on the market for $6.5 million and 
hopes to sell it before winter. 

Another of the Guerneville’s 
popular gay-friendly resorts is the 
Creekside Inn and Resort, (16180 
Neeley Road; 1-800-776-6586). It 
features a 50-50 gay-straight mix. 
Of course, the gay quotient rises 
during special gay events. 

Fern Grove Cottages (16650 
River Road; 707-869-8105) sits on 
a hillside across from Fife’s. Its 20 
units are popular with folks who 
want to be close to the party but 
not in the party. Many of its cab¬ 
ins include skylights and 
whirlpool tubs. 

Bars 

One of the first things you see 
when you enter downtown 
Guerneville is the marquee sign 
for Club FAB (16135 Main Street), 
the biggest gay nightclub north of 
the Golden Gate that’s on the site 
of the historic River Theater. The 
club is most famous for its foam 
parties and is jam packed during 
gay river special events. For a 
complete club schedule, check out 
its Web site, www.clubfab.com., or 
call 707-869-5708. 

Guerneville year-round fa¬ 
vorites include, of course, the 
Rainbow Cattle Company, (16220 
Main Street), the Russian River 
Eagle (16225 Main Street), and 
the poolside bar at the Triple-R 
(16390 Fourth Street). In addition 
to its year-round bar and restau¬ 
rant, Fife’s hosts its legendary 
Bunkhouse dance club on Friday 
and Saturday nights throughout 
the summer. 

Restaurants 

The Coffee Bazaar (14045 
Armstrong Woods Road) in 
downtown Guerneville is a great 
place not only for coffee but for a 
quick meal. Bob Young, a well- 
known Guerneville Realtor, and 
the owner of the Russian River 
Eagle owns it. 

The restaurants in Fife’s, The 
Village Inn, and Applewood Inn 
are among the best dining you’ll 
find anywhere in California. The 
Texas barbecue, Aussie Tims, 
opened in December as part of the 
Triple-R complex. 

Getting there 

From San Francisco: Take 101 
north past downtown Santa Rosa, 
exit at River Road and make a left 
on River Road, heading west for 
about 17 miles. River Road turns 
into Guerneville’s Main Street 
when you hit downtown.

Francisco Chronicle in a story on 
the gay marriages that were then 
under way in San Francisco. Ac¬ 
cording to the bylaws, candidates 
endorsed by the club are expected 
to refrain from taking public po¬ 
sitions in favor of policies denying 
rights to any person on the basis 
of gender identity or sexual iden¬ 
tity or oppose propositions to se¬ 
cure basic rights for said groups. 

After Boxer’s comments ap¬ 
peared in the Chronicle and club 
officers researched the bylaws, it 
was decided to ask for a meeting 
with the senator’s staff. 

“We were informed by other 
members of the club that 
[Boxer’s] language goes against 
the club’s bylaws,” Goldstein said, 
adding that the president of the 
club is charged with notifying the 
candidate and getting a written re¬ 
sponse within 24 hours. Goldstein 
explained that the board allowed 
itself and the senator’s office more 
time to reach a resolution. 

Boxer released a statement last 
week. 

“I support full equality for all 
couples, regardless of the gender 
of the individuals. I believe that 
both different sex and same-sex 
couples should have the same 
rights, protections, and benefits as 
well as the same responsibilities 
under state and federal law. I un¬ 
derstand that current California 
law does not provide the full 
equality I initially thought it did,” 
Boxer stated. 

She added that she has been a 
“consistent advocate” for equal 
rights throughout her career and 
that she opposes the proposed 
federal constitutional amendment 
to prohibit same-sex marriage. 


Goldstein had praise for 
Boxer’s staff members who met 
with them, including Chief of 
Staff Sam Chapman and Adrienne 
Bousian, the director of the sena¬ 
tor’s Northern California office. 
Bousian is now working for the 
Boxer campaign. 

Late Tuesday, Chapman issued 
a statement confirming the meet¬ 
ing. 

“I did in fact meet with mem¬ 
bers of the Harvey Milk Club to 
hear their thoughts and concerns 
on the issue, and I was pleased to 
meet with them and convey their 
views to the senator. In response, 
the senator issued a statement 
which is accurately quoted in their 
release,” Chapman said, referring 
to the Milk Club’s announcement. 

“The meeting went fairly well. 
They were highly apologetic,” 
Goldstein said this week. “We ex¬ 
plained how hurtful this was for 
both the club and, we understood, 
Senator Boxer. We were the first 
club to support her in 1982. In al¬ 
most all cases she has voted the 
right way.” 

Goldstein, who just took over 
as Milk Club president in January, 
said the bylaws provision is sel¬ 
dom used. 

Howard Wallace, a longtime 
gay labor leader and a Milk Club 


vice president who also attended 
the meeting, told the B.A.R. that 
Boxer’s statement was “a step for¬ 
ward.” 

“I wish she had addressed the 
comment she made about mar¬ 
riage being between a man and a 
woman,” Wallace said. 

Wallace was referring to a 
comment in the same Chronicle 
story by Boxer spokesman David 
Sandretti, who said that the sena¬ 
tor “supports current California 
law, establishing domestic part¬ 
nerships with the full rights and 
responsibility of marriage, and she 
also agrees with the law’s defini¬ 
tion that marriage is between a 
man and a woman.” 

“Her aide in D.C. took it a step 
further,” Goldstein said, referring 
to Sandretti’s comments. “That’s 
where we became infuriated.” 

Goldstein acknowledged that 
the club would have been happier 
“to see stronger language men¬ 
tioning ‘marriage.’” 

“But we also understand that 
she’s running against a formidable 
candidate or at least against for¬ 
midable forces,” Goldstein said, 
referring to Jones and his support 
from the Republican Party.

Syphilis cases stabilize

ith April designated as 
Sexually Transmitted 
Disease Awareness 
Month, city health officials are 
stepping up efforts to educate gay 
men about the need to get regu¬ 
larly tested for STDs. And while 
education campaigns for the last 
several years have focused on 
syphilis, officials are also trying to 
educate gay men about chlamydia 
and rectal gonorrhea. 

As part of the campaign, 
screenings for chlamydia and rec¬ 
tal gonorrhea are being added at 
Magnet, the gay men’s health clin¬ 
ic in the Castro, and at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. The health 
department is also rolling out a big 
campaign this month to ensure 
providers have syphilis partner 
prevention packs for their patients. 

“We have a long way to go to 
get men into a testing mode where 
they get regular STD tests and 
checkups. Men not in routine care 
who think they are not at risk re¬ 
ally need to get a checkup,” said 
Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, director of 
STD prevention for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. “The HIV 
infected community is doing a lot 
better in that regard. Patients get 
a lot more routine STD tests.” 

Part of the problem, said 
Klausner, is that compared to 
women, men are less likely to seek 
regular care and checkups. 

“We still need to work very 
hard at that level to get people 
who are sexually active with mul¬ 
tiple partners to a point where 
they get regular checkups,” said 
Klausner. 

There is some good news re¬ 
garding the city’s continuing fight 
to control syphilis. According to 
data for the first two months of 
2004, the number of adult syphilis 
cases is slightly less than during 
the same period last year, 107 
cases compared to 121 cases in 
2003. As for new syphilis cases, the 
city recorded 51 primary and sec¬ 
ondary cases so far this year com¬ 
pared to 63 during the first two 
months of 2003 and saw 34 early 
latent cases this year compared to 
38 cases last year. 

“It absolutely looks great com¬ 


pared to last year. The city is no 
longer in crisis mode with 
syphilis,” said Dr. Charlotte Kent, 
chief of the STD epidemiology 
unit, who pointed to rising levels 
of awareness about STDs for the 
downward trend in cases. 

“It is more to the fact that peo¬ 
ple are getting tested and diag¬ 
nosed and not as much as a reser¬ 
voir of infection,” she said. “I don’t 
see evidence to predict huge be¬ 
havior changes to affect infec¬ 
tions.” 

Writing in the February 3,2004 
monthly STD report, Klausner 
noted that “2003 did not see the 
continued rapid escalation of the 
syphilis epidemic” and in fact the 
city saw a “relatively steady de¬ 
cline” in early syphilis cases since 
April 2003.. Instead of the doubling 
of syphilis cases the city has seen 
each year since 1999, there was 
only a 10 percent increase in 2003. 

However, those numbers are 
still too high for health officials 


and make San Francisco a metro¬ 
politan area with one of the high¬ 
est syphilis rates in the country. 

“We would like to get back to 
where we were in 1998, with 
maybe a dozen cases of syphilis in 
gay and bisexual men,” said Klaus¬ 
ner. “We still have a long way to 
get back to the 1998 level.” 

The city also saw positive 
downward trends in the number 
of gonorrhea and chlamydia cases, 
which were “relatively stable or 
declined in 2003 compared to 
2002,” wrote Klausner in the re¬ 
port. Gonorrhea cases declined 15 
percent last year while chlamydia 
remained stable. 

Yet Kent said she is concerned 
about a sudden spike in male rec¬ 
tal gonorrhea this winter. In Jan¬ 
uary and February, the city saw 72 
cases compared to 40 during the 
same two months in 2003. 

“I made sure those numbers 
were correct because I was really

alarmed by them. It is something 
that goes through cycles,” said 
Kent, who noted the 41 cases seen 
in January was the highest num¬ 
ber of cases the city has had in one 
month in over a year. 

The reason for the concern is, 
similar to syphilis: both STDs can 
make it easier for a person to ac¬ 
quire HIV. Chlamydia and gonor¬ 
rhea can both cause an inflamma¬ 
tion in the rectum. Health officials 
warn that if a negative person who 
has one of the STDs is exposed to 
HIV then they are three to five 
times more likely to get infected. 
Both STDs are easy to treat with 
antibiotics. 

At City Clinic, any men who 
report receptive anal sex in the 
past six months are tested for 
chlamydia and gonorrhea. Among 
the men tested in 2003, 8.8 per¬ 
cent had rectal chlamydia and 7,5 


percent had rectal gonorrhea. 

While those are “very similar” 
to 2002 percentages, Kent said, “it 
is a pretty high percentage. Less 
than 4 percent would be better. 
One of the things that is happen¬ 
ing is the percentage of men test¬ 
ed who have these rectal infec¬ 
tions is pretty stable but men 
coming in to be tested has gone up 
so the actual number of infections 
we are detecting is going up.” 

As an example, in December 
2001 city clinic saw 6,634 gay and 
bi men, in December 2002 that 
number rose to 8,570 and last De¬ 
cember it climbed to 10,032. 

“It definitely does correspond 
to the Healthy Penis campaign. 
Syphilis is beginning to plateau 
because more people are getting 
tested,” said Kent. “It will take a 
while for rectal gonorrhea and 
chlamydia to flatten out and 
plateau. I have no idea what it will 
take year wise.” 

Part of the problem in control¬ 
ling gonorrhea is the STD can be 


asymptomatic and some 
providers do not test for rectal in¬ 
fections, and many men never get 
tested for chlamydia, said Kent. 

“The penis is a less common 
site for infection for both gonor¬ 
rhea and chlamydia,” she said. 
“There is not much gonorrhea in 
the penis among asymptomatic 
men, less than 1 percent have gon¬ 
orrhea. Contrast that to gonor¬ 
rhea in the rectum and almost 7 
percent who have no symptoms 
have gonorrhea in the rectum.” 

As the city has put more focus 
on syphilis, it is also seeing more 
gonorrhea and chlamydia infec¬ 
tions in gay men. Kent predicted 
more attention will be given to all 
three STDs, and she said gay men 
should ensure they get tested for 
them. 

“We have to educate providers. 
They are more aware about 
syphilis in some ways,” she said. 
“The gay community should also 
be aware, they should be asking 
their providers for these tests.” ▼

chair of the LGBT Caucus of the 
California Democratic Party, also 
attended the meeting. She said it 
became obvious that Boxer’s staff 
members had been considering 
the issue and had received Gold¬ 
stein’s letter.

“This is huge,” McKay said, 
adding that MECA had talked 
about Boxer’s February comments 


with Milk Club members. “It’s a 
very different position and I’m re¬ 
ally proud of the fact that she re¬ 
stated her position.” 

Pelosi’s shift 

In a related move, House Mi¬ 
nority Leader Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco), in an interview on 
the Fox program Your World with 
Neil Cavuto on March 24, said she 
supports same-sex marriage. It 
marked the first time Pelosi had 
publicly commented on the mat¬ 
ter since San Francisco started is¬ 
suing the marriage certificates to 
same-sex couples on February 12. 
When Cavuto first asked her 
about gay marriage, Pelosi said 
she was “completely committed” 
to defeating the proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment backed by 
President Bush that would pro¬ 
hibit same-sex marriage. Under 
additional questioning from 


Cavuto, however, Pelosi acknowl¬ 
edged that same-sex couples 
should be allowed to marry. 

“Can same-sex couples 
marry?” Cavuto asked. 

“Yes.” Pelosi replied, according 
to a transcript of the program. 
“And I don’t think they should be 
discriminated in the Constitution. 
And my goal is to defeat that res¬ 
olution. And I’m not going to be 
sidetracked by any other questions 
about ethics.” 

“So what the mayor of San 
Francisco is doing, you would ap¬ 
prove of it?” Cavuto asked. 

“Yes,” Pelosi responded. 

The National Stonewall De¬ 
mocrats and Equality California 
praised Pelosi’s statements. 

“The most powerful Democrat 
in the U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives has just come out for full 
marriage quality,” said Dave 
Noble, NSD executive director.

Wrestling medalist dies 

Winston Mathis died on Feb¬ 
ruary 26 after a long battle with 
diabetes and heart disease. 

Mathis wrestled for Golden 
Gate Wrestling Club from 1987 
through 1996, competed in two 
Gay Games and medaled as a 
super heavyweight (gold and sil¬ 
ver). 

Mathis served on Team SF for 
many years, and was the Team San 
Francisco delegate in the Federa¬ 
tion of Gay Games for many years. 
He is preceded in death by both 
his parents, and three siblings. A 
memorial to celebrate Mathis’s life 
was held Thursday, March 25 at a 
church in Richmond. 

Sadly, Mathis ran into some 
very bad financial straits in the 
early 1990s, when he allegedly em¬ 
bezzled several thousand dollars 
from Team SF. 

Gene Dermody, his landlord at 
the time, paid off the debt, and 
said he never held a grudge or 
pursued the debt. “Team SF even¬ 
tually got their funds from the 
bank, which really was at fault,” he 
said. “But because they pursued 
the debt, Winston served six 
months in jail.” 

“It was very sad in that he was 
a very sensitive and sincere per¬ 
son,” said Dermody. “He felt so 
guilty about it all that he never 
kept in contact with any of us. He 
was most proud of his Gay Games 
medals, and for being the one of 
the chosen FGG flag handlers at 
GGIV IV NY Closing Cere¬ 
monies.”

Hearst man shun 

49ers fans can say goodbye to 
running back Garrison Hearst, 
who was signed with the Denver 
Broncos last week.

Hearst is the only player in 
NFL history to win the league’s 
Comeback Player of the Year 
award twice, being honored in 
1995 and 2001. But gay football 
fans, and even non-fans, may 
know Hearst for his 
antigay comments in 
2002, about not 
wanting a “faggot” in his 
locker room. 

“Aww, hell no! I don’t 
want any faggots on my 
team,” Hearst told Fres¬ 
no Bee columnist Milo 
F. Bryant on October 
27,2002, following the 
49ers’ victory over the 
Arizona Cardinals. “I 
know this might not be what peo¬ 
ple want to hear, but that’s a punk. 

I don’t want any faggots in this 
locker room.” 

Hearst missed the 1999 and 

2000 seasons with a severe left 
ankle injury, but came back in 

2001 to start 16 games and rush 
for 1,206 yards. The man who 
helped him recover, former 49ers 
head trainer Lindsy McLean, re¬ 
cently came out after retiring. 

The 49ers were commended 
for their swift response to the 
Hearst incident, and they recently 
donated $5,000 to the LGBT 
Community Center’s youth pro¬ 
grams, possibly in response to a 
statement from the center’s Exec¬ 
utive Director Thom Lynch re¬ 
garding homophobia in the NFL. 

Of Hearst’s comments, in his 
Bay Area Reporter interview, 
McLean said, “Garrison just was¬ 
n’t thinking. It was sort of a re¬ 
flex.” 

In its feature article about 
MacLean, Hearst told ESPN mag¬ 
azine, “Lindsy’s cool, man, very 
cool. His personal habit is his per¬ 
sonal habit. It don’t matter to me.” 

I guess old habits die hard. 
Thanks for the words of wisdom, 
Garrison. Buh-bye, now. 

Faux courant 

In its latest issue, the Advocate 
decided to finally do an article 
about Matthew Cusick and his 
discrimination complaint filed by 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund. How nice for him. 
How nice for everyone. 

Of course, how convenient that 
the cover story was published 
months after the publication ran 
a lavish, if not whorish, promo¬ 
tional feature article about 
Cirque’s Las Vegas show as the 
controversy really kicked in.

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Mass, passes marriage amendment

assachusetts completed 
the first of three steps to¬ 
ward amending the state 
Constitution to ban gay marriage. 
The March 29 vote also mandates 
creation of civil unions for same- 
sex couples. Neither action 
changes the fact that marriage li¬ 
censes are scheduled to be issued 
to gay residents of the state on 
May 17. 

The Legislature, meeting again 
as a constitutional convention, 
wasted little time in adopting a 
compromise amendment that de¬ 
fines marriage as only between a 


man and a woman and creates 
civil unions for same-sex couples. 
It turned back attempts by con¬ 
servatives to divide the two issues 
on the ballot. 

The final vote was 105-92, 
barely more than the 101 votes 
needed for passage. The amend¬ 
ment must be passed by the next 
session of the Legislature, meet¬ 
ing in 2005-06, before it is sent to 
the voters in November 2006 for 
their stamp of approval. 

The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court has ordered that 
marriage licenses should be is¬ 
sued to gay couples beginning on 
May 17. That ruling stands unaf¬ 
fected by Monday’s vote. 


Governor Mitt Romney (R) 
called for an injunction to pro¬ 
hibit those licenses from being is¬ 
sued, pending the outcome of the 
amendment vote in 2006. Attor¬ 
ney General Thomas Reilly (D) 
resisted the effort and most legal 
scholars view it as extremely un¬ 
likely that the court will defer 
what it has already ordered. 

A little known or enforced 
provision of Massachusetts’s mar¬ 
riage law prevents out of state 
couples from marrying if the law 
of their home state prohibits such 
unions. It was passed in 1913 in 
deference to now-archaic laws in 
some states that prohibited inter¬ 
racial marriage. 


Reilly said town clerks would 
be given a list of states that had 
defined marriage as only between 
a man and a woman. Marriage li¬ 
censes should not be issued to 
same-sex couples who reside in 
those states. 

That is likely to slow the tide of 
gay couples planning nuptials in 
the Bay State only slightly. Most 
nearby states have no such re¬ 
striction. It also will be the impe¬ 
tus for additional legal action 
within Massachusetts and by cou¬ 
ples who marry and return home 
to challenge state proscriptions 
on gay marriage. 

“Fear and prejudice won out 
over courage and over decency,” 


said Arline Isaacson with the 
Massachusetts Gay and Lesbian 
Political Caucus. 

Gay advocates are hoping that 
time and the experience of thou¬ 
sands of gay couples marrying 
will help to defeat the amend¬ 
ment the second time it comes 
before the constitutional conven¬ 
tion. 

The compromise uniting the 
marriage ban and creation of civil 
unions may in fact be a poison 
pill that helps to ultimately defeat 
the amendment. “Forcing the 
people to pass civil unions at the 
same time is nothing short of 
blackmail,” said the Family Re¬ 
search Council’s Tony Perkins. ▼

gone further and wants all five 
cases involving same-sex marriage 
- four filed in San Francisco and 
one in Los Angeles - to be com¬ 
bined into one case. The courts 
have already stayed three of the 
cases, while the other two cases are 
in response to the Supreme 
Court’s ruling that it wanted the 
constitutionality questions of the 
'state’s discriminatory marriage 
statutes to be heard by the lower 
courts. Until a decision is made on 
combining the cases, Lockyer 
asked the council to immediately 
stay all proceedings. 

“There is no valid reason why 
these matters should be resolved 
in an expedited basis. A short stay 
will not prejudice anyone’s inter¬ 
ests because either the cases have 
been stayed by the superior court 
for other reasons or the cases have 
just recently been filed such that 
no responsive pleadings have been 
filed,” wrote Lockyer in his peti¬ 
tion to the judicial council. 

Yet Ray Hernandez and his 
partner of 11 years, Charles Burke, 
said they could not wait for the 
courts to act and went ahead with 
their “wedding” under the City 
Hall Rotunda Tuesday afternoon. 
Originally booked for a 3 p.m. ap¬ 
pointment that day, and already 
having sent out invitations to 
family and friends, the couple de¬ 
cided they wanted to exchange 
vows, calling their ceremony a 
“statement of legal marriage.” The 
marriage was not legally recog¬ 
nized and no license was issued. 

“We felt strongly about our 
right to do this even though the 
state says we can’t,” said Burke be¬ 
fore the ceremony. 

Shunned by local officials who 
told the couple they were on their 
own due to the Supreme Court’s 
March 11 ruling that ended the gay 
nuptials, the couple brought their 
own minister, Juliana Lawson, a 
minister with the Universal Church 
of Life. Dressed in tuxedos with red 
rose boutonnieres, the men grasped 
hands as they recited their vows 
and then exchanged rings. 

Whereas city officials declared 
the couples they wed “spouses for 
life,” Lawson said, “By the power 
invested in me by the California 
Constitution Article 1 Declaration 
of Rights I now pronounce you 
husbands. Let all people every¬ 
where recognize your union.” 

“Hopefully, we will soon be 
legal,” a smiling Hernandez said to 
the crowd of 25 friends and fami¬ 
ly who witnessed the ceremony. 

If Lockyer prevails, 4,000 cou¬ 
ples will join Hernandez and Burke 
as spouses in name only. In his 
brief filed with the Supreme Court 
Thursday, March 25, he asked the 
justices not only to rule against the 
city, which has argued that Mayor 


Gavin Newsom had a right to dis¬ 
obey the state’s marriage statutes, 
but to also clarify that the same-sex 
marriage certificates and licenses 
issued by the city “have no legal 
force or effect” and order the city 
to “return the fees paid for said cer¬ 
tificates and licenses.” 

In asking for the five lower 
court cases to be combined, Lock¬ 
yer argued it makes sense finan¬ 
cially and will eliminate duplica¬ 
tion of efforts. 

“It will promote judicial econo¬ 
my and be far more convenient 
and less expensive for everyone in¬ 
volved, to try this matter in one 
forum,” wrote Lockyer in his peti¬ 
tion. “Coordination will foster the 
efficient utilization of judicial facil¬ 
ities, resources and calendars of the 
courts. Coordinating cases will also 
avoid duplicative and inconsistent 
rulings, orders, or judgments.” 

The city attorney and lawyers

activists to impose gay marriage 
upon the country through the full 
faith and credit clause of the Con¬ 
stitution. 

John Hanes, a Republican and 
chair of the Wyoming Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, explained 
how marriage is composed of 
many parts - not just the needs of 
procreatiori - and has evolved and 
changed over time. Focusing on 
child rearing “is demeaning to the 
other elements of marriage.” 

He said he had faith in state 
and local officials to take their re¬ 
sponsibilities seriously without 
the need for federal intervention. 
And he pointed to the most recent 
edition of the magazine of the Na¬ 
tional Conference of State Legis¬ 
latures that discussed how indi¬ 
vidual states “really are stepping 
up to the plate” in ways that are 
responsive to local conditions. 

Conservative legal scholar 
Bruce Fein believes that DOMA is 
constitutional. “Any attack on its 
legitimacy will clearly fail,” he 
said. It is not flawed because it re¬ 
states the full faith and credit 
clause, he added. 

Chabot asked the panel of the 
likelihood that DOMA would be 
struck down as unconstitutional. 

Barr said they took that into 
account in writing “a very careful¬ 
ly crafted and limited piece of leg¬ 
islation” that could stand up to 
legal challenge. 

McCarthy agreed, though he 
held out the possibility that some 
judge might rule otherwise. Fein 
rated the likelihood of it being 
struck down as “extremely slim.” 

That didn’t satisfy social con¬ 
servatives like Representative 
Steve King (R-Iowa) who took re¬ 
cent Supreme Court rulings to 
spin out a horror story that went 


for the same-sex couples and gay 
rights groups disagree, calling the 
attorney general’s latest move a 
delay tactic. City attorney spokes¬ 
woman Alexis Truchan said there 
is no reason for the courts to grant 
the stay sought by Lockyer. 

“The two active cases should 
proceed together. The other three 
pose no threat of inconsistent rul¬ 
ings or wasted resources because 
they already have been stayed,” said 
Truchan. “We see the attorney gen¬ 
eral’s request for what it is: a delay 
tactic. Clearly neither answering 
the pertinent question of constitu¬ 
tionality nor restoring rights to 
California citizens are foremost on 
the agenda of our opponent.” 

If the judicial council does 
grant Lockyer’s request, Truchan 
said “It’s going to drag all the 
progress in the cases to a halt.”

He thought it 
was trying to take authority away 
from states to define marriage.

fined him for stains on the side¬ 
walk in front of the store.

American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California scrambled 
Tuesday to file a brief with the ju¬ 
dicial council opposing Lockyer’s 
request.

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F ilmmaker C. Jay Cox remembers growing up 
in the lonely ranch country of Eastern Neva¬ 
da, far from the Vegas strip. He remembers 
wanting to be a filmmaker, a dream that one 
day got him sent to the principal’s office for utter¬ 
ing dirty words in class. The words were “film noir.” 

“Yeah, it turned out that my teacher knew it was

Between Promise and Possibility: The

W hile space is at a premium in the 
Fine Arts Museums’ only available 
exhibition galleries (the new de 
Young does not open until 2005), 
one can imagine the curators engaging in be¬ 
hind-the-scenes catfights in order to nail down 
spaces for their shows. Associate Curator Daniell 
Cornell has triumphed by installing an extraor¬ 
dinary exhibition of color photographs at the 
end of the long series of south galleries on the 
Legion of Honor’s main floor, balancing the 
madness of Art Deco, which has taken over the 


north side of the building. 

From a distance, the viewer sees a familiar 
grouping of men, seated at a table, at the end of 
the chain of rooms. Is it a three-dimensional 
tableau of figures, or is it an enormous paint¬ 
ing? As one approaches the gallery, two diago¬ 
nally placed walls slowly allow the image to re¬ 
veal itself, like curtains over a theatrical prosce¬ 
nium, under the title of the exhibition on the 
back wall. The figures are contemporary soldiers 
posing as the apostles in Leonardo’s The Last 
Supper. The Work is a large-scale color photo¬ 
graph by Israeli photographer Adi Nes. 

As compelling as the familiar image is, The 
Last Supper (officially “Untitled, 1999”) is but 
one of 20 arresting views of men and boys as 
posed by the openly gay Nes. Much of the exhi¬ 
bition comprises a series of male models pho-

Duca Knezevic stages 'Flaming Iguanas'

laming Iguanas may be the 

first show at Theatre Rhino 

with a dress code. In this 
case, it’s dress down. Audiences 
will be taking a physical journey, 
as does the central character in a 
new play adapted from Erika 
Lopez’s novel. The play, opening 
this week, starts and ends in the 
main theater, and other scenes 
will take place throughout the 
Rhino experience, including the 
downstairs Studio, the outdoor 
world of the theater’s backstage 
alley, and its motorcycle-equipped 
backyard. In other words, dress in 
layers and wear sensible shoes. 

It was an idea promoted by 
Duca Knezevic, the theater’s assis¬ 
tant artistic director, to turn 
Lopez’s novel into a stage piece. 
The connection with SF novelist 
Lopez began when the writer ap¬ 
plied for a job as Rhino’s house 
manager. “I did not know any of 
her writing at the time,” Knezevic 
said. “She brought me a mono¬ 
logue she was working on, and 
she left me one of her novels. I 
called her back and said, ‘The 
monologue is OK, but I’m really 
interested in getting your books 
on stage.’” 

Flaming Iguanas, the first part 
of a trilogy, follows Tomato Ro¬ 
driguez as she travels by motorcy¬ 
cle from New Jersey to San Fran¬ 
cisco in search of good sex — and 
ultimately, sexual identity. Kneze¬ 
vic and Rhino’s Artistic Director 
John Fisher shared the job of 
adapting the novel and staging the 
results. 

“It’s an unusual book,” Kneze¬ 
vic said. “It’s all very easy and car- 
toonish. John and I were thinking 
what would be the theatrical 
equivalent of this kind of writing. 
John kept saying it has to be 
something we’ve never done be¬ 
fore. We finally came up with the 
idea to walk the audi¬ 
ence with us as we show 
all the spaces we occu¬ 
py in this building.” 

In addition to sug¬ 
gesting Tomato’s jour¬ 
ney, the audience’s trav¬ 
els through the well- 
worn brick building on 
16th Street have an¬ 
other motive. 

“We’ve been in this 
space for 20 years 
now,” Knezevic said. “It was sup¬ 
posed to be a temporary solution. 
We want to show people how we 
work and make our illusions. 
Whenever we have a donor in the 
theater, I take him or her by the 
hand and show them what’s real¬ 
ly behind the scenes. And they say, 
‘Wow, no one ever told me this.’ 
They say communists become the 
best capitalists.” 

Knezevic grew up in Yu¬ 
goslavia, worked successfully in 
education, theater, and broadcast¬ 
ing during the illusory good times 
of the Tito regime, and became a 
theater radical as the country vio¬ 
lently split apart. 

“I used to be a celebrity back in 
the previous life,” Knezevic said. 
“But I was kind of like the charac¬ 
ter in Flaming Iguanas. I wasn t a 
lesbian. I look as I look right now. 
I didn’t know It had anything to 
do with sexual orientation, and I 
was still going out with men.

Being publicly gay is not some¬ 
thing that’s very much appreciat¬ 
ed there. I’m not sure I would 
have been able to keep my job as 
an open lesbian. And it took me a 
while to figure out who and what 
I am.” 

The breakthrough 
came in 1995, when she 
met Lisa James at a the¬ 
ater festival in Slovenia. 
James worked for a 
small theater company 
in Atlanta, and for two 
years they had a com¬ 
muting romance. “It got 
kind of impossi¬ 
ble,” Knezevic said. 
“We decided that 
my English is much 
better than her Serbo-Croatian, 
and it would be easier for me to 
find a job here than for her to find 
a job there and get accustomed to 
everyday stuff.” 

They chose California for their 
home so each would be starting 
anew, and because Knezevic had 
a visa to attend UC Davis. “That 
kept me here for three years,” she 
said. “Then I was looking for a 
job, because once your student 
visa is no good anymore, you 
have to find a job or leave the 
country. Theatre Rhinoceros is 
the only place where I looked for 
a job that said, ‘We’ll sponsor 
your visa.’” 

Knezevic’s efforts to gain 
green-card status grew more com¬ 
plicated after 9/11. When the ex¬ 
tension on her current visa runs 
out, she said, “There is no law on 
the books right now according to 
which I can stay in the country. 
Our only hope is that something 


will happen on the Federal level, 
either gay marriage or however 
they recognize same-sex unions. If 
three years from now, they still 
don’t have it, we’ll have to move 
somewhere else.”

Fire and funk 


Paul Taylor Dance Co. at Yerba Buena 



by Stephanie von Buchau 


ometimes ignorance is a 

I good thing. I had no idea, 

l until I read the press kit for 
this year’s annual residency of the 
Paul Taylor Dance Company at 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts, 
that there was a controversy sur¬ 
rounding Taylor’s Promethean 
Fire. This wonderful piece was 
new in 2003 and is repeated on 
the second of three Taylor pro¬ 
grams that opened last Wednes¬ 
day and run through April 4. 

Set to three Bach works or¬ 
chestrated grandiloquently by 
Leopold Stokowski, Fire, with its 
heaped up bodies, was considered 
by some to be a response to the 
9/11 tragedy. Others thought, as 
the superscription is from 
Shakespeare’s Othello, that the 
piece had something to do 
with Desdemona’s murder 
by her jealous husband. 

Taylor himself, logically 
enough since the music 
suggests it, claims the 
work was inspired by 
the film Fantasia. i 

I’m glad I didn’t J 
know any of that * 
before I was con¬ 
quered by Fire 
last spring and 
again on Thurs¬ 
day, where it 
shared the bill 
with another ■ -M 
new Taylor 
work, Le 
Grand Puppetier 

(Stravinsky). Fire is a jl- 
sensational piece, Jill 
come just in time 
to rescue Taylor 
from some 
years of ere- 
ative funk. 

Puppetier, on 

the other hand, is one of those 
funky pieces like Offenbach Over¬ 
tures and Piazzolla Caldera that 
seem both shallow and preten¬ 
tious compared to Taylor’s best 
work. 

On the other hand, the guy has 
been making dances for 50 years 
— 3 Epitaphs, his funny but faint¬ 
ly racist jazz ballet, has been in the 
rep since 1956 — so we should 
cut him some slack. When Taylor 
is good, he’s very, very good. 
When he’s not, it’s just a waste of 
time, not a hanging offense. More 
and more, one has to wonder 
about how Taylor’s eccentric mu¬ 
sical choices shape his work and 
our perception of it. Mr. Balan¬ 
chine, whose 100th birthday is 
currently being celebrated by San 
Francisco Ballet, used to say that 
if you didn’t like the choreogra¬ 


phy, you could always close your 
eyes and listen to the music. 

That’s difficult with Taylor, as 
fiscal constraints (and possibly 
just antic taste) find him employ¬ 
ing strange, cut-down versions of 
great music. Wednesday’s world 
premiere, co-commissioned by 
San Francisco Per¬ 
formances, 
which sponsors 
Taylor’s an-*

arrangement of Gyorgy Ligeti’s 
“Musica ricercata,” while Pup¬ 
petier is our old friend “Petrush¬ 
ka” played on the pianola. And 
who could forget the two-piano 
version of Le Sacre du printemps, 
due to return here next season? Le 
Sacre, of course, is a magnificent 
film noir joke about a very serious 
subject, but Dante Variations, the 
Ligeti world premiere, is not in 
that masterwork category. 

Modern primitive 

Ligeti’s formal “Bachian” pro¬ 
cedures have given birth to a jerky 
movement style that would have 
been seen better without the pre¬ 
lude of Runes (75), a kind of 
sketchbook for Dante. Gerald 
Busby’s minimalist piano score 
accompanies one of those tribal 
pieces in which everybody is as 
mean to each other as Taylor 
imagines primitive people to be; 
this is a recurring theme of his, 
like Stephen King’s obsession with 
writer’s block, that I am tempera¬ 
mentally unable to access. Dante 
seemed like more of the same, 


only with better music. 

It also had some humor, which 
Runes misses — unless you find 
those clumps of hair on the men’s 
backs funny. Still, I found Dantes 
recurring prop motif — a short 
white scarf that acted as hand¬ 
cuffs, a blindfold, even a piece of 
toilet paper stuck on a dancer’s 
foot (a blatant steal from Mark 
Morris’ The Hard Nut) — tire- 
somely cute. 

Puppetier is one of 
those patented Taylor 
pieces about the corrup¬ 
tion of power — he 
shamelessly uses Lord 
Acton’s famous dictum as 
superscription. In Santo 
Loquasto’s colorful Disney- 
Russian costumes, a 
Napoleonic Emperor 

(diminutive Richard Chen 
* See) tries to marry his reluc¬ 
tant daughter (Lisa Viola) to 
an unwilling courtier (Richard 
Kleinendorst), whose gay cav¬ 
alier routine will either amuse 
or repel, depending on your tol¬ 
erance for homosexual carica¬ 
ture. The daughter, meantime, is 
getting it on with two of her fa¬ 
ther’s guardsmen (Michael 
Trusnovec in red and 
Andy Le Beau in pink). 
The Emperor’s 
puppet was origi¬ 
nally cast as a 
man, Patrick 
Corbin, the 
company’s sexy 
senior dancer who 
is on injured re¬ 
serve. Here, the part 
is danced by Silvia 
Nevjinksy, Taylor’s most 
classical girl, in an amaz¬ 
ingly loose-limbed 
performance that is 
both touching and 
powerful. Still, Pup¬ 
petier doesn’t add up to very 
much, and you can’t even have the 
pleasure of enjoying the Stravin¬ 
sky, since the pianola version 
misses the jaunty folk colorations 
of the orchestral score. 

Your best bet with Taylor is his 
dancers. He went through a bad 
patch about a decade ago trying to 
replace the irreplaceable David 
Parsons and Christopher Gillis, 
with their gobs of personality and 
sex appeal. Taylor’s solution has 
been to find uniformly tall, rangy 
men, who, judging by their Greek 
god torsos, spend considerable 
time in the gym. When six guys 
line up across the stage in Arden 
Court or Mercuric Tidings, their 
pecs and abs arrogantly displayed 
above those low-cut tights that 
look sprayed on, it’s sometimes 
difficult to concentrate on the 
music or the choreography. ▼

share of actors turned into lesbian 
icons — think of Barbara Stan¬ 
wyck, Marlene Dietrich, Joan 
Crawford or Greta Garbo — but 
none had a dykier screen persona 
than Mercedes McCambridge, 
who has died aged 87. 

“She played up this image in 
her cameo performance in Orson 
Welles’ Touch of Evil (’58), as the 
duck-tailed, leather-jacketed 
leader of a band of Mexican bik¬ 
ers, wanting to watch Janet 
Leigh being raped in the motel 


room. This was a follow-up to 
perhaps her most famous role, 
that of the butch bitch who leads 
a posse against Crawford in 
Nicholas Ray’s baroque Western, 
Johnny Guitar (’54). 

“The question posed by sever¬ 
al critics about the latter role was 
whether McCambridge, as Emma 
Small, who owns ‘every head of 
cattle for 500 miles,’ wanted to kill 
Crawford’s saloon-owning char¬ 
acter Vienna, or sleep with her.” 
Such a fine line.

Low-frills antics 


42nd Street Moon's 'Gentlemen Prefer Blondes'

my Louise Cole, one of my 

I favorites of the 42nd Street 

Moon regulars (especially 
when she gets to tap), is in the 
challenging position of recreating 
a role famously essayed by two 
iconic and oft-imitated perform¬ 
ers: Carol Channing and Marilyn 
Monroe. But as Lorelei Lee in 
Gentlemen Prefer Blondes, Cole 
imitates neither, creating an ap¬ 
pealingly original characteriza¬ 
tion of subdued proportions. 

But then you have to ask if 
“subdued” is what this 1949 mu¬ 
sical really needs in its focal role. 
When it opened in New York, crit¬ 
ics cheered its throwback antic 
nature at a time, according to crit¬ 
ic Brooks Atkinson, when Broad¬ 
way “has been adding art to the 
musical stage.” The staged concert 
at the Eureka Theatre has no dan¬ 
ger of falling into any sinkholes of 
art, but the results remain at quite 
a distance from scintillating. 

Part of the problem stems 
from the direction by Caroline 
Altman, another regular Moon 
performer, who is making her di¬ 
rectorial debut with the company. 
An overall flash is missing, and 
details are often ill-considered, in 
a production that could benefit 
from performers with stronger 
comic and musical skills. Cindy 
Goldfield’s choreography falls too 
easily into cliches, including the 
dreaded scissors step. Musical di¬ 
rector Dave Dobrusky is the hard¬ 
working onstage pianist.

Daddy dearest 

Russian enigma 'The Return' stultifies

JJ ndrey Zvyagintsev’s first 
| ' film, The Return , is a bleak, 
puzzling work that will 
undoubtedly leave many viewers 
frustrated and questioning. On 
the surface, The Return is a do¬ 
mestic melodrama about two 
boys who have grown up in their 
mother’s rural Russian home 
without a father. One day, the fa¬ 
ther returns unexpectedly and 
decides to take the boys on a 
journey of unspecified length 
with destination unknown. Pack¬ 
ing fishing and camping supplies 
into the back of his car, father 
and sons leave for a road trip that 
will end in tragedy. 

From the opening frames of 
The Return , there is a heavy sense 
of foreboding. Cinematographer 
Mikhail Kritehman provides a 
bleak landscape of grays and 
browns that mirrors the emo¬ 
tional sterility of the boy’s family. 
The father’s red car may (or may 
not) be a sign of hope. But posi¬ 
tive change does not seem likely 
given Dad’s dark, controlling, 
brooding personality. The 
screenplay by Vladimir Moi- 
seenko and Alexander Novotot-

sky fills in few blanks. Where has 
the father been? Why does he 
want to go away with the boys? 
What is inside the mysterious 
box the father unearths on that 
remote island? These questions 
remain unanswered at the end of 
the journey, but along the way 
the individual characters of the 
father and sons are revealed 
though a series of gradually un¬ 
folding conflicts. 

The cinematic style and pac¬ 


ing of The Return recall the work 
of the late Polish director 
Krzysztof Kieslowski. But Zvyag¬ 
intsev’s work here is more down- 
beat and less life-affirming than 
that of Kieslowski. The actors in 
The Return serve the story well 
with strong characterizations and 
distinct personalities, but Amer¬ 
ican audiences will have a diffi¬ 
cult time fighting the onset of te¬ 
dium. The Return is, in short, a 
long, strange trip. ▼

where I’m going to end up, I’m 
going to this homosexual hell. I 
had just turned 13 and hadn’t 
even done anything, but I just 
knew: That’s the fate that awaits 
me, growing up in the shadow of 
damnation.” 

Cox’s fears were heightened 
after a neighbor woman was ex¬ 
communicated. “She was some¬ 
thing of an outcast. Her kids were 
outcasts, also. They were shunned 
by the rest of us. I knew that was a 
pretty dire fate.” 

Flash-forward almost three 
decades, and Cox is staring up at a 
movie marquee that bears his 
name and the title of his first film, 
Latter Days, opening Friday. It’s a 
tautly told story about a young 
Mormon missionary who suc¬ 
cumbs to the bright lights and car¬ 
nal temptations of the big city by 
falling in love with a West Holly¬ 
wood party-boy. Cox admits that 
Latter Days is a love letter written 
to his younger self, “that 19-year- 
old Mormon missionary who was 
deeply closeted and kind of fear¬ 
ful. It was funny, opening night of 
the movie, seeing my name up in 
lights. I realized it’s actually my 
worst nightmare: that in some 
horribly public way, somebody 
would go and tell people that I was 
a big homo. Somehow, my worst 
fear had opened the door to mak¬ 
ing my dream come true, making 
my first movie.” 

Role playing 

At 23, actor Steve Sandvoss has 
also seen his life’s plan spin wild¬ 
ly away from dreams he once had. 
“There are two kinds of people in 
Hollywood: the ones who wanted 
to be actors before they were in 
Kindergarten, and ones who were 
doing something else and realized 
they couldn’t deal with it any¬ 
more. I was studying Chinese in 
college, I thought I was going to 
go into international business, 
and it was boring me to tears.” 

Filmmaker Cox was becoming 
impatient as he watched a parade 


of young actors lining up to play 
his alter-ego character, Elder 
Aaron Davis. “We had seen a lot of 
waifish boys they were bringing in 
for Elder Davis. I pointed out that 
a lot of times, these missionaries 
are strapping 19-year-old farm- 
boys. When they handed me 
Steve’s picture, I thought, ‘Some 
other waif to read for the role.’ 

“Then he walked in the room, 
and he’s this 6’2”, 190 lb. all-Amer¬ 
ican. I thought, ‘That’s the kind of 
farmboy we’re looking for.’” 

Like the Davis character, Sand¬ 
voss had gone through a crisis in 
faith, after the death of his father 
at 17. “There have been times in 
my life when, through my own 
choice, I was going to church five 
or six times a week. I was really 
just searching for something that 
made the world make sense, and 
having that experience made the 
character real to me. I understood 
what he was going through.” 

Like his character, Sandvoss 
had never been to bed with a man 
on or off screen. He admits to a 
bit of trepidation before Aaron 
Davis’ big scene in bed with Wes 
Ramsey’s character in a Salt Lake 
City motel room. “I’m straight, 
but I went into the role thinking, 
‘If I don’t give 100%, it’s going to 
show. If I look like I’m scared or 
uncomfortable, it’s going to show, 
and then I’ll never work again.’ I 


really wanted to do it justice and 
do a good job. I said to myself 
when I went into it, ‘If I like this, 
that’s going to be OK with me. I 
have to be totally honest and open 
to it in every way.’” 

Latter Days is a boy-meets-boy 
love story that gets in some good 
licks about the skeleton in the 
Mormon church’s closet. 
Polygamy constitutes a very iron¬ 
ic message given the church’s role 
in bankrolling the fight against 
same-sex marriage. 

Polygamy comes up in the film 
when, during his trial, young 
Elder Davis taunts his father on 
the subject. He’s being ex-com¬ 
municated for kissing his Holly¬ 
wood friend. The trial is presided 
over by Davis’ father, the church 
leader in their county. 

Cox notes the shadow the 
practice casts over a little-remem¬ 
bered bit of Mormon history. 
“Polygamy was unofficial church 
policy until the late 1890s. There 
were Federal troops marching on 
Utah. The Mormon church was 
preparing to go to war with the 
US government over their 
adamant belief that the govern¬ 
ment did not have the right to de¬ 
fine marriage. So there’s such 
irony and hypocrisy that 100 years 
later, having conveniently forgot¬ 
ten that part of their theology,

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Symphony looks ahead 

Highlights from Mil's 10th season in SF

he San Francisco Symphony 
returned home this week 
after a triumphant domestic 
tour and the release of their latest 
compact disc. While ovations re¬ 
sounded in Carnegie Hall, local 
music-lovers were afforded a 
chance to take a closer look at 
next September and the upcom¬ 
ing 2004-05 season, when Music 
Director Michael Tilson Thomas 
will begin his 10th year on the 
podium at Davies Hall. 

In keeping with his evolving 
profile as a dedicated leader and 
workman-like musician far from 
the theatrics and opinions of his 
youth, MTT will avoid much fuss 
about his incredible decade in the 
Bay Area. There will be a special 
concert in January celebrating his 
60th birthday, but it looks like the 
anniversary season will mostly 
follow the winning formula he 
has developed over the past 10 
years. 

There are some surprises; for 
^he first time, two major orches¬ 
tras will make their tour appear¬ 
ances as part of the regular sub¬ 
scription series. Franz Welser- 
Most and the Cleveland Orches¬ 
tra, and Yuri Temirkanov and the 
St. Petersburg Philharmonic will 
begin what could be a most inter¬ 
esting tradition.

A concerto and a rhapsody, 
written for prominent orchestra 
members timpanist David Her¬ 
bert and English hornist Julie Ann 
Giacobassi by William Kraft and 
John Thow, will receive their 
world premieres. MTT has also 
asked Steve Reich to refashion the 
first part of his The Four Sections 
as a stand-alone piece titled For 
Strings, with winds and brass. 

Stravinsky’s The Rite of Spring 
was the first piece Tilson Thomas 
conducted after he was named 
successor to Herbert Blomstedt, 
and his thrilling interpretation 
will be on the schedule, along 
with Beethoven’s Ninth, which 
began his engagement in 1995. 
There is another returning fa¬ 
vorite: MTT’s own suite based on 
Prokofiev’s Romeo and Juliet 
(recorded on the orchestra’s old 
contract with RCA). 

Speaking of recordings, there 
will be two more major Mahler 
symphonies: the Seventh and 
Ninth in the new season. Both will 
be released later on the Sympho¬ 
ny’s own label. The entire project 
so far has been a fabulous success, 
winning Grammys and keeping 
the SFS in the limelight on the in¬ 
ternational scene. 

Many happy returns 

Returning conductors and 
soloists include Conductor Laure¬ 
ate Herbert Blomstedt (continu¬ 
ing a happy annual return), David 
Robertson and Yan Pascal Torte¬ 
lier. Itzhak Perlman will lead per¬ 
formances that include Dvorak’s 
Symphony No. 9 From the New 
World. Violinists Joshua Bell, Pin- 
chas Zukerman and Midori will 
take star turns, along with pianists 
Leif Ove Andsnes, Vladimir Felts- 
man, Emanuel Ax and Garrick 
Ohlsson. 

Popular vocalists soprano 
Laura Claycomb (featured on the 
new Mahler Fourth disc), bass 
Sanford Sylvan and tenor Stan¬ 
ford Olsen also return to the scene 
of their previous triumphs. 

Important SFS debuts include 
conductor Paul McCreesh, a spe¬ 
cialist in early music; tenor 
Christoph Pregardien and bass-

baritone Thomas Quasthoff; vio¬ 
linist Leonidas Kavakos and cellist 
Natalia Gutman. 

There are a number of works 
receiving their first SFS perfor¬ 
mances, including the charming 
Sinfonietta La Jolla by Martinu, 
Naive and Sentimental Music by 
John Adams, Benjamin Britten’s 
Spring Symphony and MTT’s 
own Island Music. Schumann’s 
Das Paradies und die Peri will 
allow Vance George’s Symphony 
Chorus a chance to shine. 

It’s hard to believe that MTT 
has been here for 10 years, but 
then memories of Herbert Blom¬ 
stedt and Edo de Waart seem a 
lifetime ago. Their tenures were 
important to the growth of the 
orchestra. Blomstedt was insistent 
on traditional performing values, 
and the musicians excelled in 
technique under his leadership, 
while de Waart was tireless in his 
promotion of new music. 

Tilson Thomas seems to be the 
happiest combination of their 
virtues, and he adds another talent 
to the mix. He really knows how to 
communicate his own passion 
with an electrifying enthusiasm. 

We will delve into specific 
highlights and can’t-misses of 
next season when single-ticket 
sales are available in late summer, 
but judging from the schedule, it 
looks like MTT’s 10th is going to 
be another winner. ▼

they’re pouring millions of dollars 
into demanding that this govern¬ 
ment has the right to define mar¬ 
riage.” 

Young Sandvoss stands out in 
an excellent ensemble cast (in¬ 
cluding veterans Mary Kay Place 
and Jacqueline Bisset) for his abil¬ 
ity to be present in the moment of 
every scene. While this quality 
comes through in startling clarity 
during the frequent verbal spats 
he has with Wes Ramsey’s party- 
boy Christian, the best example 
comes from their big night in bed. 

“The physical stuff happened 
in about three minutes, one take. 
C. Jay knew exactly what he want¬ 
ed. It was good that we did it so 
quickly, because my character 
didn’t really know what he was 
doing, and that showed. C. Jay 
said, ‘OK, now you kind of have to 
kiss up his torso.’ I was kissing up 
Wes’ torso, and I came to his chest 
and I thought, T wonder if men 
kiss other men’s nipples? Gee, I 
have no idea! I guess I’ll just go for 
it. If it’s wrong, we’ll do it again.’ 
Now the audience can know I had 
no idea if that was appropriate or 
not.” ▼

'Mind If I Call You Sir?' at LGBT Center

| £ ind if I Call You Sir?, a 
f'JFk short guerrilla documen- 
1 tary, presents a round¬ 
table discussion of conflicts and 
concerns between Latina butches 
and Latino FTMs. A Spanish brass 
instrumental introduces hand¬ 
some females Olga and Ana, and 
muchachos Prado, Yosenio and 
boyish Ricky, in various stages of 
transition. They discourse on 
passing, gender-baiting, humilia¬ 
tion, transphobia and misconcep¬ 
tions on the road to liberation. 

Producer Karla E. Rosales de¬ 
scribes her film, ignited by a com¬ 
munity scandal, as “the complex 
intersection of gender, racial and 
sexual identity through a Latino 
lens. An old-school dyke caused a 
stir. She felt, in some ways, space 
she carved out was usurped by 
younger butches transitioning 
into men.” 

Rosales approached Lancaster, 
California native Mary Guzman 
to direct the five-day shoot. Guz¬ 
man made the locally-filmed 
queer-film-fest fave Desi’s Looking 
for a New Girl (2000, in Spang- 
lish). 

After New Langton Arts’ 
Potrero Nuevo fund awarded sec¬ 
ond-generation Nicaraguan- 
American Rosales a grant, she so¬ 
licited prospective participants. 
“They saw the need for dialogue, 
and came to the table to tackle is¬ 
sues like self-acceptance and trust. 
This is storytelling, an oral histo¬ 
ry project.” 

“I was this little thing,” says 
Yosenio on the theme of child¬ 
hood ambiguity and androgyny, 
while Ricky condemns “white- 
dominated trans space,” admit¬ 
ting that in his earlier years, he ex¬ 
cluded Hispanic culture to em¬ 
brace queer community. 

Old Valencia Street girl-bar 
Amelia’s DJ, promoter and activist 
Diane (Chili D.) recalls her moth¬ 
er puzzling over her tomboy 
daughter’s slicked-back hair and 
sideburns. We see home movies of 
the femmed-up young lady Chili 
on an outing with her mom. 

“She’s our history,” Guzman 
calls Chili. “She’s been around for¬ 
ever.” 

“Why do you want to turn 
your back on your sex, your 
Raza?” Chili implores the rakish, 
paternal trans-natural Chicano

Prado, paraphrasing a pervasive 
community attitude. “Why would 
you give up your womanhood? 
You’re supposed to make babies.” 

Guzman intercuts photos of 
little-girl Prado with b&w drama¬ 
tizations of him with his ex-girl¬ 
friend Mariah while he refutes 
Chili’s conception of choice. 
Prado, who directs a multigender 
HIV-prevention education pro¬ 
gram, declares he either honestly 
embraces or denies his real self. 

Ana temporarily transitioned 
non-operatively in her native El 
Salvador, in order to date women. 
Emigrating in her late teens, re¬ 
educated, she found she could 
come out and be a woman with a 
woman. “I have a choice,” she af¬ 
firms. “I can stay in a woman’s 


body.” 

Guzman, who, with brother 
Michael, Sirs cinematographer, 
directs commercials, employed a 
basic four-camera set-up: one es¬ 
tablishing lockdown camera, and 
three multi-angled medium 
close-ups and reverse shots. The 
Guzmans’ decision to film an in¬ 
terview-driven documentary in 
fluorescent or natural light in 
sometimes bright interiors over¬ 
whelms the subjects’ dark com¬ 
plexions, slightly obscuring their 
faces in shadow. ▼

Local guy makes good 

Mike Sullivan's 'Trees of SF' is a treasure

if olunteering for 12 years 
with the Friends of the 
I' Urban Forest, which plants 
trees around San Francisco, led 
Mike Sullivan on an unlikely path, 
that of a certified arborist and au¬ 
thor. Sullivan’s first book has just 
been published, and it is a trea¬ 
sure. Trees of San Francisco

(Pomegranate Communications 
Inc., $19.95) offers an in-depth 
look into the many trees around 
the city, and includes several 
walking tours so that locals and 
visitors alike can discover the 
many variety of trees on their 
own. The book includes a healthy 
dose of the Castro and Noe Valley, 
and Sullivan tried to include local 
landmarks and the city’s diversity 
in the book’s many photos. The 
photo of a Lavalle hawthorn tree 
at 21st and Castro streets on page 
33 includes a rainbow flag in the 
background. Other tree photos 
capture the Bay Bridge, the sky¬ 
scrapers of the Financial District, 
and City Hall. 

Sullivan, who’s openly gay and 
an attorney, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in a recent interview that 
volunteering for FUF and spend¬ 
ing Saturday mornings planting 
trees ultimately led to the book. 
He and his partner, Paul Loeffler, 
live in Parnassus Heights and just 
became proud dads. Sullivan ded¬ 
icated the book to their son, 
Joseph. He also planted a tree on 
his property to celebrate his son’s 
birth: a soapbark. 

“I like the idea of tree diversi¬ 
ty,” Sullivan said of San Francis¬ 
co’s urban landscape. “Most trees 
do well here. The trick is to plant 
trees that don’t break the side¬ 
walk.” 

The book was about a two-year 
project, Sullivan explained. Arthur 
Lee, author of Trees of Seattle, first 


pitched the idea for a book to Sul¬ 
livan. Lee and Scot Medbury, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Strybing Ar¬ 
boretum in Golden Gate Park, 
spent time reviewing the manu¬ 
script, Sullivan noted in his pref¬ 
ace. It took Sullivan about a year 
to write the book, and another 
year for him and Jaime Pandolfo 
to take the photographs, though 
Sullivan said that Pandolfo did the 
majority of photography work. 

The several walking tours fea¬ 
tured in the book offer a chance 
for people to experience some of 
the city’s neighborhoods. Each 
tour has a map with locations of 
the featured trees. The Castro, Sul¬ 
livan notes, “has a nationwide rep¬ 
utation as the center of the city’s 
gay and lesbian community [and] 
has more than its fair share of 
landmark trees fronting the Victo¬ 
rian homes that line its streets.” 

In terms of the city’s plan to 
plant more trees in the Castro, 
Sullivan came down firmly on the 
side of ginkgoes. 

“I’m pro-ginkgo,” he laughed. 

Sullivan added that when the 
palm trees were planted along 
upper Market Street in the Castro, 
some people complained. But he 
thinks they add to the city’s char¬ 
acter. 

“I think they’re great,” Sullivan 
said. “They are Canary Island 
palms that I think people start to 
associate with San Francisco. 
They look great along Market 
Street and the Embarcadero.” 

One of the perks of being an 
author is to state your views, and 
Sullivan indulges in telling read¬ 
ers his two biggest gripes: planting 
lavender, rosemary, and ivy in the 
tree basin (the plants’ aggressive 
roots compete with the tree for 
water and nutrients) and aggres¬ 
sive pruning (let your tree grow, 
he writes, and help create a ma¬ 
ture canopy your neighbors will 
appreciate.)

Back to the future

The Confessions of Max Tivoli by 
Andrew Sean Greer; Farrar, 
Straus, Giroux, $23 

F rom the opening pages of 
The Confessions of Max 
Tivoli, the reader knows he is 
heading into uncharted territory. 
The central conceit of Andrew 
Sean Greer’s novel is that his pro¬ 
tagonist, Max, is born with a con¬ 
dition in which he ages in reverse. 
At birth, Max has the features of a 
70 year-old man. As he ages, he ac¬ 
tually grows younger. At the age of 
30, Max’s looks match his chrono¬ 
logical age, but as he grows old he 
gradually shrinks into the imma¬ 
ture image of an 11-year-old boy, 
complete with a high-pitched 
voice that belies his advanced age. 

As an aged man with the face 
of an 11-year-old, Max sits down 
to write his memoirs, telling the 
story of a great love that was won 
and lost, and a life led as an out¬ 
sider. Author Greer is a San Fran¬ 
cisco writer, and most of the ac¬ 
tion of Confessions takes place in 
Greer’s hometown, beginning in 
1871 with Max’s birth. Born to 
wealth on San Francisco’s fash¬ 
ionable South Park, Max is shel¬ 
tered by his parents to help him 
avoid the harsh assessments of his 



peers and strangers. But as a 
young man, he finds one true 
friend in Hughie Dempsey, some¬ 
one who will keep Max’s secret 
condition to himself. Max also 
falls in love with 14-year-old Alice 
Levy, who lives downstairs. Max, 
Alice and Hughie travel on cir¬ 
cuitous, interlocking journeys for 
the rest of their lives, and, at the 
end of the novel, they find them¬ 
selves together one last time. 

Among Greer’s many accom¬ 
plishments, he manages to infuse 
his novel with a consistent sense 
of longing from the beginning. 
Life would be so much easier, and 
Max would be so much happier, if 


he could only be “normal.” But 
this is not in the cards for Max, 
and his relations with the outside 
world will always be colored by 
his unusual condition. There are 
many humorous moments and 
unexpected revelations, including 
a gay subplot, but through it all, 
Max’s first-person memoir over¬ 
flows with a wistful sadness. 

Early in life, Max’s mother en¬ 
courages him to “be what they 
think you are,” and Max takes this 
advice to heart. As a result, he 
spends most of his life pretending 
to be something he is not. History 
and psychology both seem to 
agree that a life led on such terms 
is destined for misery. Yet Greer’s 
delicate prose dances along the 
precipice of despair without 
falling off the edge and wallowing 
in the depths. Despite a couple of 
suicides, Max’s memoirs have a 
curiously optimistic impact. It is 
as if by writing his story, Max 
might someday lead others to a 
larger understanding. 

At the beginning of the book, 
Max asserts that “We are each the 
love of someone’s life.” Andrew 
Sean Greer, through a series of 
narrative twists, demonstrates this 
principal beautifully. The Confes¬ 
sions of Max Tivoli is an expertly 
written, completely original work 
of fiction that is destined to stand 
the test of time. ▼

Elsewhere in the gallery, Nes’ 
camera gazes longingly at the 
handsome faces of sleeping sol¬ 
diers on a bus, or caresses the doz¬ 
ing bodies of half-clothed young 
men on bunks or on the floor, 
viewed from the soles of their feet 
or the tops of their heads, in the 
Mantegna-like perspective of the 
early Renaissance. A softly lit 
“Narcissus” admires his own re¬ 
flection in a black pool of water, 
and one wounded soldier cradles 
another in his arms a la Pieta. 

Red china 

Of course, the soldiers are not 
actual soldiers, and the prison in¬ 


mates are as real as those in a Jeff 
Stryker video. In the Vogue series, 
the clothes are by haute couture 
designers. Hence the title, Between 
Promise and Possibility, which 
speaks of the cinematic nature of 
the photographs. It should be 
noted that the images are not ma¬ 
nipulated beyond the artifice of 
their staging. The Last Supper 
took two months to set up, after 
the right derelict building was 
identified, the appropriate uni¬ 
forms were located, and the per¬ 
fect red china was arranged on 
just the right table. 

The photographs also reflect 
myths of same-sex experience, de¬ 
sired but not realized, and they re¬ 
late directly to the artist’s up¬ 
bringing as a closeted gay man in 
Israel. One photo that implies im¬ 
minent gang rape (and is based, 
Dr. Cornell told me, on a Rem¬ 
brandt composition of “The 
Blinding of Samson”) was staged 
in the artist’s hometown, Kiryat 
Gat, rather than the city of Tel 
Aviv, the location of most of the 
other photographs. His adoles¬ 
cent desire, deferred rather than 


acted upon, is the longing of Jean 
Genet fiction or Derek Jarman 
films. Now 38, Nes has found an 
artistic outlet for his childhood 
dreams. 

Does this rare installation of 
contemporary photos point to¬ 
ward things to come for the Fine 
Arts Museums? Cornell notes that 
the new de Young will indeed have 
an emphasis on contemporary 
work. Is there competition going 
on among the museums of San 
Francisco? Cornell would not say, 
precisely, but he does acknowl¬ 
edge that in the Fine Arts Muse¬ 
ums, unlike at SFMOMA, the 
viewer has the benefit of being 
able to compare traditional paint¬ 
ings from the history of Western 
art to contemporary, and clearly 
derivative works like Nes’, simply 
by walking from gallery to gallery. 
Give us more of this, please! ▼

Under the volcanoes 

Castro hosts 'A Thousand Clouds of Peace'

n the opening scene of Julian 
1 Hernandez’s exquisitely filmed 

first feature, A Thousand 
Clouds of Peace (opening Friday at 
the Castro Theatre), a 17-year-old 
boy is doing what 17-year-old 
boys around the planet are un¬ 
commonly good at: administering 
a blow job in the front seat of the 
kind of mid-range sedan favored 
by rental-car companies. Given a 
piece of tissue to wipe the cum 
from his lips and a couple of bills 
to pay for his time, Gerardo’s eyes 
reflect the pain and disappoint¬ 
ment of a soul literally sick for 
love. 

Gerardo is sick missing the 
love of his .ex, Bruno, and for 
most of the film he wanders the 
streets of Mexico City looking for 
men to fill the void, men who are 
mostly hungry mouths and needy 
crotches. Juan Carlos Ortuno, as 
Gerardo, does a heroic job of fill¬ 
ing 82 minutes of screentime with 
a convincing variety of hangdog 
looks. 

Director Hernandez shrewdly 
employs soft-focus black-and- 
white images to block out the car¬ 
nal pulse of the one of the world’s 
great fleshpots of a city, allowing 
Gerardo to feel alone in a beehive 
of 10 million lost souls. A Thou¬ 
sand Clouds of Peace shimmers as 
a collection of ineffable images. 
All bodies become the perfect 
body, flawless skin is perfectly lit, 
a boy sees the lost lover in the face 


of every other man. 

Sadly, poetic language that 
outstays its welcome on screen 
tends to ripen and rot before our 
eyes. While I appreciate director 
Hernandez’s deft flaunting of the 
longtime screen taboo against 
“self-abuse,” beautifully filmed 
masturbation does not a feature 
film make. Gerardo badly needs 
something to do with his time be¬ 
sides treating the downtown 
poolhall where he works as a 
horny teenager’s version of Man¬ 
power. There’s a reason why so 
many films resort to corny genre 
plot devices: a film needs forward 
momentum, something to rouse 
the hero from his catatonic state. 
Gerardo could have been a pimp, 
a hustler, a numbers runner. With 
the lean torso of a novice feather¬ 
weight, the hard knocks he ab¬ 
sorbs under a freeway overpass 
could have taken place in a ring. 

In one scene, Gerardo does 


flash a winning smile and display 
some of the boy charm that might 
have convinced Bruno to hang 
around between blow jobs. Look¬ 
ing for an obscure record, the 
soundtrack of a movie where a 
promising diva lets her career get 
swallowed up in booze and self- 
indulgence, Gerardo softly sings 
the lyrics for the young woman 
running the flea market. 

I confess I had a hard time fig¬ 
uring out which character was 
Bruno. So many men and vastly 
too much time. As Gerardo hangs 
over a freeway overpass for the 
50th time, I found myself count¬ 
ing the high number of Volkswa- 
gens whizzing by. 

For a glimpse of an equally po¬ 
etic but more plot-driven film 
about a gay boy lost in the big 
city, check out Edgar Michael 
Bravo’s underappreciated 1994 
feature, Vll Love You Forever... 
Tonight. T

I f I could be a full-time groupie, I’d 
follow the Garrin Benfield Band 

to every gig. I’ve tried over the 
years, but by now I’ve missed a few 
thousand shows. That’s what happens 
when musicians you know and love 
“make it” in the biz. Garrin, either solo 
or with his band — Joshua Zucker on 
upright bass; Michael Rodriguez on 
keyboards; Russ Gold on drums; Gar¬ 
rin on lead vocals, guitar and loop ma¬ 
chine — has been touring non-stop 
for years up and down the West Coast, 
often with Boz Scaggs, and has con¬ 
quered pretty much all the Southwest, 
Deep South, Eastern Seaboard, and 
(where he’ll be from mid-April to early 
May) New York City and New Eng¬ 
land. Every time I catch the band live 
they’re innovating, experimenting, 
shifting directions and amazing the 
audience. For instance, Garrin’s recent 
duet with fellow blazing guitarist Eric 
McFadden on stage at Cafe Du Nord 
made guitar history for its intensity. 
No three-chord punk songs here. 
We’re talking serious musicianship.

head is the best Falcon movie Fal¬ 
con never made. 

Well, you can’t expect Ruther¬ 
ford to re-invent the wheel his 
first time out. Yet Reload is high- 


end product, a handsome movie 
that confidently sustains a languid 
mood. The brand-new look of its 
cinematography, with its arresting 
presence, stamps the product with 
a fresh and enviable identity. The 
lighting has a luminous glow, 
which, along with the camera¬ 
work, adores the performers at all 
times. And Hallelujah!, using a 
technique that was invented by 
D.W. Griffith but seems never to 
have been discovered by gay 
pornmakers, the editing replaces 
sharp cuts with smooth dissolves. 
This enhances the movie’s tropi¬ 
cal languor, and boosts the inti¬ 
macy of two scenes. Yet, while Re- 
load builds upon some of Ruther¬ 
ford’s strengths, it also repeats his 
weaknesses. He’s rarely been able 
to bring cumulative force to 
group scenes, and though the 
orgy here is stocked with real 


muscle beauties, and features 
some well-done underwater pho¬ 
tography and orgasms, it remains 
a restless succession of partner 
change and incident. 

The movie’s five scenes take 
place around and in the posh pool 
that played host to Tom Bianchi’s 
famed Out of the Studio series. As 
homage to Colt history, each 
scene dissolves from a 
famed Colt photo or 
drawing to contem¬ 
porary action. The 
outstanding first 
scene sizzles with 
the intense bonding 
of Marcus Iron and Alex 
LeMonde. 
Talk 
about 
chem¬ 
istry: as the pair luxuriates in 
masculine lovemaking, they seem 
to stop time. Yet the scene is a 
mere quarter-hour. What a 
dream. Next up are husky new¬ 
comer Tod Parker and slab of rock 
Jake Gianelli, working over 
dreamboat Trey Rexx. Trey’s 
roseate skin, ginger-ale spray of 
pubic hair, and satiny blushing 
cock are gorgeously lit and filmed. 
The scene lacks sufficient reaction 
shots to involve us as personally as 
the opener did, but these three 
men are a feast for the eyes. 

A quintet sporting in the pool 
begins with a neat trick, dissolving 
from a photo of Ray Dragon in his 
Colt heyday some years ago to a 
picture of Ray Dragon today: a lit¬ 
tle less gaunt and a lot more gray, 
but still defining masculinity. The 
scene is randomly observed and 
typically uninvolving, but becomes 
more focused when the fucking 
begins. Yet why is everyone so seri¬ 
ous? Is it because they’re butch? 
C’mon, guys — enjoy yourselves! 

The finale reprises the memo¬ 
rable pairing of Chase Hunter and 
Lane Fuller in Falcon’s Drenched, 
adding only a Rutherford fixation, 
the garden-hose enema (cold 
water is such an unsexy shock to 
the innards, and here are seven 
fill-em-up applications, two of 
them expelled bull’s-eye into the 
camera). Once past this, the scene 
develops as effective a focus as the 
movie’s opening: there’s some¬ 
thing about two people relating to 
each other that really sells the sex. 
Chase rims Lane so long I began 
to hope they’d put lots of sun¬ 
screen on that ring so pink ’n’ ten¬ 
der. Lane sure knows how to ride 
Hunter’s leviathan lingam. Best of 
all, his climax isn’t an after¬ 
thought JO. Lane shoots while,

If Reload is ultimately more a re¬ 
working of the Falcon formula 
than a reinvention of Colt, it’s still 
an estimable launching of Ruther¬ 
ford’s new enterprise. 


Dick dictator 

Reload was immediately fol¬ 
lowed by Hog: The Leather File. It 
has three extended scenes of 
hyper-butch leather action. In the 
concluding sling scene, dark- 
chocolate-colored Adam Dexter 
first pumps a fat dildo and then 
his own wicked cock into dog-boy 
Toby O’Connor. The central se¬ 
quence presents a nonet of knock¬ 
out studs having intense mansex: 
lots of dark, stern musclemen with 
supreme bottom Derek Cameron 
as the (double-fucked) center¬ 
piece. Once again, though, there’s 
little cumulative effect. It’s the 
opening that will rock your boat. 
Dave Angelo is poured into 
leathers that fit like a full-body 
foreskin, and sets new standards of 
cinematic masculinity as he forces 
butch bottom Todd Maxwell to 
yield to the dictatorship of his de¬ 
sires. He applies fingertip and 
tongue to Todd’s asshole as if 
founding a new religion, and ex¬ 
plodes in conquering roars and 
anguished groans when he cums.
